THE SHANGHAI 
BRITISH 
CONTINGENT. 

Oct. 16. 


The departure of the British 
contingent is something 30 new 
in the experience of all of us in 
Shanghai that it cannot but have 
a deep and lasting effect alike on 
those who go and those who stay. 

ition of Britons in Shang- 
is in many respects an ano- 
malous one. We are of the Em- 
pire yet not in it. We are only 
a colony in the colloquial sense 
of a word that is easier to write 
and say than community. We 
live, in normal times, under a 
certain obligation of restraint, the 
consciousness of what is due to 
other —nationalitfes having equal 
rights in this international city. 
It is not strange if, at the begin- 
ning of the war, this feeling, born 
of long years of effort to reconcile 
duty to our neighbour with duty 
to our country, may somewhat 





have blunted the realization 
of our own share in the 
great struggle. But all this 


the war has’ changed, for us 
as for others, both at Home and 
overseas, bringing with it new 
light on the things that truly 
matter, and a new conception of 


the claims of patriotism ; of which] Yi 


this party of volunteers for the 
front, small in numbers yet re- 
presenting no small effort for our 
slender community with its other 
reqnirements of local defence to 
consider, is an ensign and a 
pledge. 

Tn many ways, of which money 
subscribed to send them on their 
journey is by far the least, their 
departure comes home to each of 
us, It is not, unhappily be it 
said, with Britons as it is with 
others: there has been no prac- 
tice of national service to accus- 
tom us to these breaches in the 
continuity of daily intercourse. 
These men are volunteers, and 
the unexpectedness of the call 
upon them must make the gap 
left by their absence the more 
perceptible. Without exaggerat- 
ed compliment we can say that 





we are proud of them. Allowing 
that some will have much to learn, 
as the best of soldiers must find 
when they exchange barrack life 
for battlefields, they take with 
them good qualifications for the 
service of the King. But more, 
perhaps, than being proud of 
them, we envy them. Their 
minds are made up, they are no| 
longer exposed to the wretched- 
ness of not knowing which to 
choose between two possible lines 
of duty. Henceforward they are 
under orders. Thei it is to 
obey, and to leave to others the 
responsibility. There is always 
something enviable in the posi- 
tion of a man whose mind is made 
up. We would not seem to un- 
derrate the extent of their sacri- 
fice. In public, the glamour and 
excitement of the enterprise have 
carried them well enough through 
the past few days. But there 
will be long days of reflexion 
when the inmost thoughts cannot 
but take a graver tum. The: 
voyage home, so different from 
the easy every-day affair that the 
journey to Europe has become, 
will be a tax on patience, and it 
is. hard work preparing oneself 
for so much that imagination 
cannot foresee. But always they 
have the sustaining thought that 
they are going to do sdmething 
tangible for their country, that 
they are indeed giving themselves. 
Not so for ns who stay behind. 
The familiar line, ‘They also 
serve who only stand and wait,”’ 
is no doubt true enough, but it 
was originally the resigned con- 
solation of a blind man. The 
task of “keeping up our end,” of 
ing “business as usnal,’ 
portant as it is, will be 
no easy one as the long struggle: 
drags on, with still the monoton- 
ous news “no change in the gen- 
eral _situation.”” 

For there is no question but 
that the struggle must be a long 
one. A Power that has for forty 
years devoted the best of _ its} 
thought to armament cannot be 
tamed in forty days. The com- 
mon mistake has been made of 
underrating the enemy’s strength, 
and we may have to steel our- 
selves for worse tribulations even 
than what have befallen. Yet 
we can have no doubt as to the 
ultimate resulf. The German 
armies are fighting for something. 
which, if we have any faith at all 
in the rule of goodness, we know 
cannot permanently triumph. 
The days of bragging about the 
British Empire, of that offensive! 
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jingo imperialism which cut so 
poor a figure at the time of the 
South African war, are past. Yet, 
we may say without boast that 
that Empire stands indeed for 
justice and mercy. Under no 
other conditions should we have 
seen the wonderful gathering to- 
gether of the strength of every 
dominion and colony and de- 
pendency that this war has pro- 
duced. “The men of the British 
contingent from Shanghai go, as 
thousands of others have gone and 
will yet go from every part of the 
world, to the blood-soaked battle- 
fields of ‘France, in the strength 
of a good cause. There could be 
no surer foundation for the heart- 
felt. wishes that follow them for 
good luck and God speed.

THE CALL FOR MEN. 

Special attention is called to the

JAPANESE IN SHANTUNG. 

In view of the persistence with 
which the Chinese newspapers, to 
a large extent, no doubt, at secret 
German instigation, continue to 
spread stories of Japanese atroci- 
ties in Shantung, the following 
evidence is of high importance.

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to exhaust their stores so that they!

rendering. 


GENERAL RUZSKY. 


General Nicholas Ruzsky, the 
victor of Lemberg, who 
directing the Russian armies ad- 
vancing against the German south- 
eastern frontier, is one of the most} 
prominent officers of the Russian 
General Btaff, with war experience 
of two campaigns and prolonged 
services with the colours. He is in 
his sixty-first year, and before the 
war was a member of the Army 
‘Council and one of the closest 
associates of General Suchomlinoff. 
During the Russo-Japanese war he 
was appointed Chief of Staff in the 
Second Manchurian Army, and in 
this position he gathered’ valuable 
experience in organizing the mili- 
tary operations of masses of troops. 
Again, as member of the Army 
Council, which deals with questions 
of control and supply in war time, 
and finally as commander of an 
army corps, General Ruzsky has 
been well trained for the command 
of the large fighting force with 
which he has achieved so brilliant) 
a series of victories. The “ London 
and China Express” says that) 
General Ruzsky has laid it down: 

_ "In order to be a good general one 
must be able to devise a plan of 
attack and also to carry it out.” 
This rare combination of qualities 
of field commander and scientific 
training has brought General Ruzsky 
to the front. During the big mili- 
tary manwuvres he attracted atten- 
tion because he could tell at any 
given moment where any regiment, 
stood, and he could extract the) 
maximum of benefit from the posi- 
tion of every unit. Though always 
considerate to subordinates, he got 
the best out of them, and like every 
really great leader, care for the 
soldier was his first concern. 
fore the war he seriously studied 
the future scene of the operations, 
and it is quite safe to assert that: 
at the beginning of the campaign 
the conqueror of Lemberg knew 
Galicia as well as, and perhaps 
better than, the Austrian leader. 
This detailed study of the battiefield| 
and familiarity with the scene of the 
warfare, joined to the qualities of 
@ great general, have helped the 
Russians to achieve such marked 
sticoess in the south. 





THE MOTOR CAR IN WAR. 


Britons who have returned home| 
from France are agreed as to the 
extraordinary rapidity of the Ger- 
man advance, which was 
the use of motor vehicles, not only) 
in the matter of transport, but more 
particularly in the opening up of 
fresh territory by armoured motor 
































by| temerity in 


vehicles. These armoured motor 
cars, equipped with riflemen or with 
a machine gun, reconnoitre ahead 
first, followed by the cavalry, and 
such cars often are seen in great 
numbers. The German cars for 
the most part are merely ordinary 
pleasure cars to which plates of| 
sheet steal have been affixed by bolts 
passing through the doors and 
panel: The usual glass front 
screen is replaced by a steel plate, 
having a hole cut in it sufficient to 
enable the driver to see the road. 
In some cases where the engines| 
have plenty of reserve power the 
sides of the back and front plates 
‘are prolonged so as to give some! 
measure of protection to the tyres. 
Some of the Belgians imitated this 
scheme of offence with a very satis- 
factory result, and it is suggested 
that, inasmuch as the weight of the 
armour need not be very great, 
many of the Allies’ motor oars, and 





leven London taxi-cabs, might effec- 


tively be transformed into useful 
armoured vehicles. 


THE SETTLEMENT OF 
PEACE TERMS. 


The declaration of Great Britain, 
France and Russia that they will 
not conclude peace separately dur- 
ing the war or demand terms of 
peace without previous agreement 
with each other, it seems, was made 
in order to put an end at once to 
any attempt by Germany to detach 
France from Russia, and especially 
from Great Britain. At the time of 
the declaration there were rumours 
to the effect that Austria-Hungary 
desired to conclude peace; whether 
that were so or not the German 
newspapers were openly suggesting 
that one of the Allies might make 
peace and enable Germany to con- 
centrate upon one or more of her 
other enemies. The suggestion, 
‘coupled with other evidence of such 
@ move, would be far more likely 
to cause the Allies to demonstrate 
their unity of purpose than any 
Peace proposals Austria might make. 
From the beginning of the war the 
enmity of Germans against Russia 
has been very bitter, while Great 
Britain has been responsible for the 
frustration of many of Germany’s| 
plans. But the feeling in Germany 
towards France has not been so 
strong, acording to reports, although 
it was for use against France that 
the great Prussian military machine 
was constructed. The German Gov- 
ernment, however, finding itself sur- 
rounded by foes, appears to have 
hit upon the idea that France would 
be open to a bargain after she had 
been sufficiently “‘ punished ” for her 
opposing the German 
Emperor's hosts. France was to be

RECRUITING IN GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


Since Mr, Asquith announced on 
September 10 that 439,000 recruits. 
exclusive of Territorials, had been 
enrolled of the half million sanction- 
ed by Parliament on August 6 no 
further figures had been received 
unti] Lord Haldane spoke a few days 
ago of a million men being actually 
in training. The second half million 
was asked for and authorized on 
September 10, It is clear from Lord 
Haldane’s speech that this addition- 
al army has nearly been completed, 
as indeed it should be at the rate of 
30,000 a day at which recruits have 
been coming in. Yet one of the 
humorous items of information given 
to the world by Germany was that 
only 2,000 recruits had responded to 
the call. What actually happened 
in the early days wae that the rusb 
of recruits was too great for the 
available accommodation, with the 
result of not a little inconvenience 
to some who offered  themselve: 
Recent Home papers show that 
these difficulties have now been suc- 
cessfully overcome and the picture 
of England as an armed camp must 
be imagined, as best may, by those 
who only know ber under more 
peaceful conditions. It is a reassur- 
ing thought for those whose faith 
in the ultimate result may have been 
at all shaken by the darkness of re 
cent days 








AN AEROPLANE BOMB. 


Recent numbers of the “Scientific 
American” give an interesting ac- 
count of the new Marton-Hale aero- 
plane bomb which has been tested in 
England. The great merit of this 
invention is that it can be carried 
without danger of an accidental ex- 
plosion. Should a bomb be hit while 
the aeroplane is in flight, or in case 
the aeroplane descended violently to 
the ground, by accident or other- 
wise, it is impossible for an explo- 
sion’ to take place. The bomb can 
explode only upon making a certain 
fall through the air and then strik- 
ing the ground or other obstacle. 
This is contrived by means of a tail- 
piece rotatable by air vanes, the 
detonator within being attached, 
by a spindle, to the tail-piece. As 
the latter revolves in the air, the 
detonator is released, to fall on the 
charge when the bomb hits the 
ground. A drop through at least 
200 ft. in the air is needed in order 
to cause the rotation of the tail 
end sufficient to give the release and 
arm the bomb. As the firing me:

HOW NAMUR FELL. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT BY 
BELGIAN GOVERNMENT. 
The following official coinmunica- 
tion from the Belgian Government 
has been forwarded to us by the 
courtesy of the acting Belgian Con- 

sul-General. 


The fall of the fortified position 
of Namur after forty-eight hours 
of assault has provoked surprise in 
some quarters where it was expect- 
ed that this position should offer a 
resistance at least equally pro. 
longed as that of Lidge. 

The military correspondent of 
“The Times” wrote that it will 
later be necessary to explain how a 
position as strongly fortified ee Na- 
mur could fall after two days, juat 
like an open town. 

Under these conditions, the Belgian 
Government believed it’ useful to 
issue certain preciso details con- 
cerning the military facts that hap- 
pened from August 2% to 25 around 
the fortified position of Namur. 
This will allow the rectification of 
rumours that might be circulated 
abroad concerning the valiant gar- 
rison of this town. 
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According to the information 
that reached the War Ministry, 
confirmed by the report of Lieuten- 
ant-General Michel, Commander of 
tho 4th Division, the fortified posi- 
tion of Namur was submitted to a 
systematic bombardment during’ 
three days and two nights. An ex- 
traordinary number of projectiles 
were thrown not only on the forts, 
but om the intervals between. 

The German artillery employed 
guns with the following calibres: 
10.6 centimeres, 13 centimetres, 15 
centimetres, 21 centimetres and 98 
centimetres. The formidable 98 
centimetre guns smashed the works. 

The fire was kept so unbroken 
that no repair of the intervals could 
We tried. 

To mention only ono fact, the fort 
of Suarléo was bombarded from 
Sunday, August 98, in the morning, 
it succumbed on the 25th at 8 p.m. 
after having received on the 23rd 
00 projectiles, on the 4th 1,300 
projectiles and on the 25th about 
1.400 projectiles from three German. 
batteries of heavy artillery with 
projectiles of 350 kilos.

JAPANESE AT TSINANFU.

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THE STRUGGLE IN 
FRANCE. 
Oct. 10 

Since last we attempted to 
analyse the position of the battle 
of the Aisne—a name which has) 
now become a mere conventional 
term for operations extending 
across Belgium and north-eastern 
France—the development 
been so gradual and so scantily 
revealed by the telegrams as to 
have been hardly perceptible until 
taken in the aggreyate. To-day, 
however, the importance of the 
news does indeed seem to fore- 
cast a climax in the near future. 
At the end of September, it will 
be remembered, the Allies had 
put a sort of se about 
the German position at Noyon 
and were slowly extending their 
left wing northwards to Roye and 
Chaulnes. Simultaneously, how- 
ever, an ugly looking advance on 
the right had brought the Ger- 
mans as far as Ste. Ménéhould in 
the Argonne and St. Mihiel in 
the southern Woevre. The ques- 
tion arose, how far might that 
advance be carried? For at the 
same time the Geitmans began 
to make a violent attack at Roye, 
the angle of the Allies’ line in 
the west, with the possible dan- 
ger to face of a turning move- 
ment on the right and a broken 
line on the left. The ensuing 
eight days brought comfort in one 
respect, fresh anxiety in the 
other. It was clear that the 
Germans were making no pro- 
gress in the Argonne and the 
Woevre, if they were not actually 
losing ground. But between 
Roye and Chaulnes they did re- 
pulse the Allies, although with- 
out checking ‘their extension 
northwards. On the 6th the 
Allies’ cavalry were reported in 
touch with German cavalry in 
the region of Lille close to the 
Belgian frontier and considerable 
German forces were signalled as 
making for the triangle formed 
by Bailleul, Tourcoing and 
Armentigres. But two days 
later the enemy's cavalry had 
been driven back to Lille and 
even the German official report 
admitted that the counter-attacks 
on the Allies’ line, Arras-Albert- 
Roye, had proved indecisive. To- 
day we are definitely told that 
on their right wing the Germans 
have been pushed back north of 
Hattonchatel, which must make 
their hold on St. Mibiel very 








precarious; and that the right 
wing has also been driven 
back north of Arras, where

conditions satisfactory to the 
Allies, At Roye the Germans 
continue to maintain the  pres- 
sure, but northwards towards 
Chaulnes the Allies have regained 
much of the ground they had lost 
a few days ago. Meanwhile in 
what is still d the centre, 
roughly from Soissons to Reims, 
the Allies have gained ground at 

issons, Craonne and Berry-au- 
Bac, where it certainly appeared 
ten days ago that the Germans 
had their strongest trenches. It 
is not a little significant that to- 
day’s telegrams speak of the 
enemy's density at this point 
as being lessened. If the Allies’ 
attack can be successfully pressed 
here and on the northern _ left 
wing, that German force at Roye 
must fall back, or risk being 
taken between two fires. 

Tn this great encounter, it 
becomes more and more apparent 
that the fate of Antwerp plays 
an important part to both sides, 
a belief which is supported by 
the development, reported to-day, 
of @ running cavalry fight across 
Belgium. When the attack on 
Antwerp began, roughly a week 
ago, two theories suggested them- 
selves to explain the extraordinary 
fury of the German operations in 
this quarter. Either it might be 
that the Germans hoped to draw 
away some of the reinforcements, 
which it appears practically cer- 
tain have been coming in through 
Ostend, to relieve Antwerp if 
possible: and this would give 
them time to develop their own 
turning movement in the Bailleul- 
‘Tourcoing-Armentiéres _ triangle 
against the Allies’ left wing, and 
prevent that left from joining 
hands with the reinforcements. 
Or, if Antwerp could be battered 
in, it might be intended to fall 
back on a new line with its right 
based on the sea and its left 
somewhere about Metz. In that 
case, it is probable that an at- 
tempt would be made to bring a 
portion of the German fleet down 
to the mouth of the Scheldt, to 
act in cooperation with the army, 
according to the known German 
system. Considering that the sea 
between the mouth of the Scheldt 
and the Thames is jnst where 
the Admiralty has laid its mines, 
and that the British fleet has 
drawn a fairly strong cordon 
about the mouth of the Elbe, this 
attempt, if it be indeed planned, 
may be regarded as yet with 
equanimity. But a German line 
based on Antwerp would be very 
strong, especially as the Scheldt 
is neutral water: no men-of-war| 
could be brought up it to help! 
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in the fight. Hence the extreme 
interest of those cavalry opera- 
tions ‘developing almost as far 
as the North Sea.’’ From Ant- 
werp to Lille is no great distance 
for numbers so vast as those 
engaged, and it is conceivable 
that the Allies’ plan is actually to 
stretch their left wing to the be- 
leaguered fortress and relieve the 
pressure on it. If this theory be 
correct—and it depends on a thing 
of which we admittedly know 
nothing, namely, the number of 
reinforcements coming through 
Ostend—the battle becomes 
race between the German right 
and Allied left wing for Antwerp. 
In pursuance of that scheme we 
may be sure that the Germans 
will continue to make a desperate 
resistance at Roye, for any falling 
in here means shortening the 
Allies’ front, with the release of 
more troops for the fighting 
northwards. There remains one 
factor in the contest about which 
we would fain hear more. What 
is the French army of the Lor- 
raine, so constantly mentioned 
a separate force, yet without a 
single word as to its constitution, 
whereabouts and destiny? If 
distinct from other armies, its 
work is clearly an integral part of 
the whole scheme, yet what one 
can at present only guess. But 
remembering the German line of 
communications through Luxem- 
burg, we suspect that the army of 
Lorraine has a vital part to play 
when the right time comes. 

















ANTWERP AND 
AFTER. 
Oct. 12, 

Before the full of Antwerp, the 
first thought must be one of deep 
sympathy for the brave Belgian 
people. For above two months 
they have seen their country over- 
run with the hordes let loose by 
the foresworn despot who counted 
his royal pledge to respect that 
country’s neutrality as no more 
than a “‘scrap of paper.” One 
by one their citadels have fallen 
to superior numbers, in spite of 
the most courageous resistance, 
their fair towns have been sacked 
and reduced to ashes. Of the 
tales of German barbarity in the 
field we think it fairest not to 
speak, during the heat of war. 
Yet can any barbarity be worse, 
more wanton, than the burning of 
Louvain? That was not the 
isolated cruelty of some ruffianly 
private, the kind of callous villain 
that may be found in every. host. 
Tt was the deliberate act of a great, 
Jriginal f 
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Power, from whose name the 
atin of the disgrace will never be 
wiped out. Truly in this struggle 
hetween tiny Belgiuim and mighty 
Germany, the honours have been 
all on the one side. That with 
her millions of men and years of 
preparation Germany should have| 
conquered, is no more credit to her! 
than it is to a grown man to tie 
1 @ hands of a schoolboy. But 
Yor all time the bravery of Bel- 
gium’s resistance will never be 
forgotten, and although for the 
while she is ground beneath an 
iron heel the day of reckoning 
will come. When it does, the 
first whose wrongs must be right- 
vd shall be Belgium. 


That the German occupation of 
\ntwerp inust increase the dif- 
ficulty of the Allies’ task is un- 
deniable, and speculation will be 
rife as to the use that the former 
will make of their conquest. The 
popular impression that an at- 
taémpt will be immediately made 
to bring German imen-of-war to} 
Antwerp is in accordance with 
the strategy of the German Gen- 
eral Staff to work fleet and army: 
together. But there are two con- 
siderations which tell against 
such a possibility being realized, 
ut least in the near future. In 
the first place the British naval 
cordon counts for something; it 
is not less strictly drawn than it 
, lime since the 
German navy has found it advis- 
able not to risk an engagement 
in the open seas. Secondly, aup- 
posing that German ships could 
reach the Scheldt, their presence 
there would constitute a breach 
of Duteh neutrality, and that, for 
the sake, no doubt, of keeping o 
the main channel through which 
xbe can obtain supplies, Germany 
hus been very careful to respect. 
Here it is not a queation of scraps 
of paper, but of bread and butter. 
That Antwerp may be used as 
a base for airship attacks on Eng- 
land is possible, for there is no 
foe for whom Prussianism has 90 
implacable a hatred as Great Bri- 
fain and reprisals of this kind 
might appeal to its lust of hatred, 
undeterred as it is by any sense 
of humour. For Belgium is not 
x0 wide a country but that airship 
raids might have been attempted 
from @ base farther east, and 
England is ready for them. The 
most serious consequences of the 
fall of Antwerp are that troops 
will now be set free, either for! 
operations against Ostend, or for 
sn attempt at Lille to turn the 
‘Allies’ left wing. As regards 
Ostend, it may be remembered 
That no bar of neutrality would 
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here prevent the guns of Bri 
men-of-war from being used in 
the defence. Lastly, it may be in- 
tended to base the German right 
wing on Antwerp, where it could 
not easily be turned, in the forma-_ 
tion of a new line of entrench- 
ments stretching diagonally all 
across Belgium. 

But in any case it must be em- 
phasized that Antwerp is only an 
incident in the whole struggle, 
truly a regrettable incident, but 
not one that need be regarded’ as 
fatal or as likely to alter the ulti- 
mate result ; and it goes without 
saying that all the contingencies 
mentioned above, and more, be- 
sides, must long have been fore- 
seen in Europe. It will be noticed 
that Antwerp was evacuated volun- 
tarily, and clearly: a good portion 
of the defenders, aimong whom 
we are proud to reckon British 












murines and sailors, reached 
safety. In other words, it is 
not only Germans who are 
set free to fight elsewhere; 
and if the latter have the: 
numerical superiority, the

Unless this deadly tyranny of 
militarism, brute force and faith- 
lessness is broken, no man's life 
or property, no peace nor progress 
for the human race are any long- 
er possible. The conflict may be 
long. For that every action of 
the Governments of the Allied 
nations has shown them prepar- 
ed. And if long, then the end 
is certain.

THE MARCH ON 


SARAJEVO. 
Oct. 13. 

Tae Servian and Montenegrin 
campaigns against Austria~Hun- 
gary, which have been almost 
obscured by the events in Bel- 
gium, France, East Prussia, 
Poland and Galicia, ure now 
brought into prominence by the 
arrival of hostile troops outside 
the fortifications of the capital of 
Bosnia. How slow has heen the 
advance of the Servian army is 
seen from the fact that the Ser- 
ns first attempted to cross the 
Drin into Bosnia on August 1, 
while Sarajevo is only forty- 
seven miles from the  Servian 
frontier. Montenegro did not 
declare war upon Austria until 
August 8, but her troops have 
pushed forward rapidly and the 
advance guards approached Sara- 
jevo on September 18. Un- 
doubtedly the Servians have been 
much more strongly opposed, in 
fact the Austrians continue to 
engage them on the northern and 
north-eastern frontier, although 
an army has marched west into 
the heart of Bosnia. Thanks to 
the operation of a great Russian 
army in Galicia, Servia has only 
been called upon to face a por- 
tion of her enemy's forces. Even 
at a time when it is probable 
that the invaders will score 4 
signal victory at Sarajevo, it ie 
impossible not to recognize that 
Servia has been saved disaster by 
Russia coming to her aid. From 
the telegrams that have been 
received it is clear thut the Ser- 
vians have never obtained any 
real foothold in Austria or Hun- 
gary Proper, and, although it 
must be conceded that the  se- 
quence of events in the west 
indicates that it was not a part of 
her plan of campaign serionsly to 
penetrate the enemy's territory 
to the north, it may be pointed 
out that there was a big Austrian 
army in the Krupani region quite 
recently and considerable hostile 
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forces hold the left bank of the 
Danube. 

Montenegro and Servia have, 
trom the beginning, attached 
great importance to the invasion 
of Bosnia. On the other hand, 
Austria-Hungary, by the invasion 
of north-western Servia and re- 
peated attacks across the Danube, 
has detained large Servian forces 
along thet frontier and thus 
delayed the striking of a blow 
where she is more vulnerable. 
Three great rivers have played an 
important part in the main opera- 
tions. The Danube forms part 
of the northern boundary of. 
Servia; the Save divides Bosnia 
and Servia from Austria and 
joins the Danube at Belgrade ; 
the Drina forms the greater part 
of the boundary of Bosnia and 
Servia, and ultimately joins the 
Save at Ratch (Racha). The 
Austrians have monitors on the 
Upper Save, but the Drina is 
uot navigable to such craft. When 
the war oj in July the 
Austrians bombarded Belgrade, 
on the opposite bank of the 
Danube, facing Semlin. At the 
end of July the Austrians essayed 
to cross the Danube, but were 
repulsed. A few days later the 
Servians failed in an attempt to 
cross the Drina, but on August 
5 they took the offensive on the 
Save. Two days later Russia 
declared war and her troops en- 
tered the valley of the Styr. 
From that time Austria had ‘to 
inake great efforts to keep the 
Russians out of Galicia. Mon- 
tenegro then threw in her lot 
with Servia, but, except for the 
bombardment of Antivari_ by 
Austrian cruisers, the blockade of 
Montenegro and the bombard- 
ment by the Montenegrins 
of Cattaro, in Dalmatia, there 
was little activity in the 
southern part of the Balkan 
theatre of war for several days. 
The next move came from 
\ustria, who, with an army of 
400,000 men, made a concerted 
attack all along the Servian 
frontier. Crossing the Save the 
Austrians captured Shabatz, in 
the north-west of Servia, while 
they also moved across the Drina 
und entered Servis at Loznitza on 
the western frontier. An im- 
portant battle at Shabatz fol- 
lowed in which the Austrians 
were routed, losing three regi- 
ments and fourteen guns. The 
Servians also drove the invaders| 
out of Loznitza and pursued the 
Austrians across the Drina after 
a battle which lasted for four 
days, From thie point began 
the advance upon Sarajevo. 





On August 21 it was reported 
thal the Montenegrins had 
driven back the Austrians at 
Graboff, in Herzegovina near the 
frontier, while the Servians were| 
engaged in clearing the enemy 
from the country round Loznitza, 
Leshnitza and Shabatz and 


as- 
sumed the offensive on the 
Danube and Save. The Servian 


General Staff went to Valjevo on 
August 27 and the general ad- 
vance into Bosnia began a few 


days later. Subsequently the 
Montenegrins defeated the Austr-| 
ians at Boljanitza, in Herzegovina, 
and repulsed the enemy advanc- 
ing on Graboff and at Tchaynitz. 
Meanwhile a fresh attack was. 
delivered upon Servia from the’ 
north, but the fighting at 
Obrenovatz, sixteen miles south- 
west of Belgrade, near the right) 
bank of the Save, was indecisive. 
On September 9 the first 
portant gain was reported in the: 
occupation of Focin, a town 
which was regarded he chief| 
strategic point in Bosni The 
main Servian army at the same 
time appeared near Vishegrad and 
crossed the Austrian frontier in 
Bosnia south-east of Sarajevo. 
The Austrians attempted to cross 
the Drina farther north with 
90,000 men, but the Servians 
caught them in the angle formed 
by the Drina and Save and in- 
flicted very heavy losses upon the: 
enemy. Simultaneously with the| 
attempt to cross the Drina the 
Austrians bombarded Belgrade. 
The Montenegrins also success- 
fully broke down the cnemy's 
opposition and occupied Fotcha, 
dislodged the Austrians from the 
region between Fotcha and 
Restepratch and took up an x- 
cellent position south of Sarajevo. 
Another diversion was attempted 
on the Danube while the Austr- 
ians fortified themselves on the 
left bank of the Drina, but after 
a sanguinary battle the Servians 
captured Semlin and the Austrian: 
retired. In Bosnia both the 
Servians and Montenegrins steadi- 
ly advanced in spite of stubborn 
opposition ; the latter by taking 
Yukub, a fortified camp, entered 
Rogatitza on September 18 and 
reached a point fifteen verste 
frdm Sarajevo. The Austrians 
continued to threaten the Servian 
right flank on the Loznitza- 
Ratch front, while monitors from 
the Danube attempted to pene-' 
trate the Upper Save, probably 
intending to reach Shabatz and 
support the Austrian armies there. 
The monitors, however, were 
compelled to retreat and the army: 
which undertook to crose the 
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Save above Obrenovatz was re- 
pulsed. For strategical reasons 
the Servians evacuated Semlin. 
Several further attempts were 
made by the Austrians to 
cross the Danube, Save and 
Drina, but the Servians have 
been able to keep their lines intact 
and even to execute a raid upon 
Semlin where they destroyed the 
forts. But notwithstanding the 
fact that Servian and Montene- 
grin armies are now about to 
converge upon the Sarajevo 
forts, the Austrians continue to 
deliver attacks on the Loznitza- 
Ratch and Mitrovitz-Shabatz 
fronts. If one such attack proved 
successful, the armies in Bosnia 
would be immediately imperilied. 
But the Austrians appear to lack 
the strength to overcome the 
opposing forces, while the Ser- 
vians content themselves with 
keeping the foe on these fronts 
is present position. 








THE RULES OF WAR.

It is obviously impossible for 
either of the belligerents to take 
a dispassionate view of the drop- 
ping of bombs on Paris, with the 
resulting deaths of several women 
and children. Hence it is inter- 
esting to quote the opinion of 
American newspapers, as inferen- 
tially to be judged by what. they 
suid of the similar dropping of 
wmbs on Antwerp some five 
weeks ago. Admitting, for the 
sake of argument, the explanation 
given by Count von Bernstorff, 
the German Ambassador at 
Washington—that the bomb- 
dropping was justifiable ‘‘because 
Antwerp is a fortress which w: 
are besieging," the adverse at- 
titu’e of American newspapers 
must be all the stronger in respect 
of Paris, because by no possible 
twisting of words can the Ger- 
muns he said to be besieging that 
city. According to Dr. Lonis L 
Seaman, writing in the ‘‘Inde- 
pendent,” the object of dropping 
bombs on Antwerp “was the as- 
sassination of the sleeping royal 
family. ‘This is awt war but 
murder. And the New York 
“World” retorts on Count von 
Bernstorff :—"‘Antwerp was not 
besieged. ‘The required notice 
had not been given. Even whev 
these steps are taken military 
attack is supposed to be aimed at 
military defence, not at houses 
and hospitals.’" The same point 
‘of view is taken by the Spring- 
field ‘‘Republican,’’ the New York 
“Times,” Sun" and “Evening 
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”’ the Washington ‘‘Star’’ 
“Post,’’ and several other 
papers of high standing. To all 
of these the act of dropping 
bombs on Antwerp was “‘a crime: 
against humanity.” How much 
tore, then, the dropping of 
bombs on Paris? 

In a lecture given at New York’ 
University, a . German reserve| 
officer is quoted as having further 
developed the German position, 
to the following effect :-— 

“It is not to be denied that this 
first use of a Zeppelin spread 
fear and terror even though inno-| 
cent pergons may have suffered. 
One must not forget, in consider- 
ing this Antwerp incident, that 
the Belgian King is commander-in- 
chief of his army, and therefore 
liable to military attack, it would 
not have been contrary to any rules 
of civilized warfare if the bombard- 
ment had resulted in his death. 
But further, authoritative sou-c: 
confirm the fact that stores of 
and ammunition magazines  enist 
im the centre of the Belgian city 
below the houses, and therefore 
‘the guilt for the destruction of 
private houses and for the killing’ 
‘of civilians must be charged to the 
Belgian military authorities, who 
should have placed these stores of 
food and ammunition, against 
which the German attack was 
probably directed, in military 
strongholds outside the city itself. 
‘The German rules of warfare pres- 
cribe the placing of all military 
perquisites in the fortifications 
themselves, and the residential 

rts of cities are thus not made 

ble to attack.” 
The satisfaction here expressed at 
the spreading of fear and terror 
recalls the German Emperor's 
humane instructions to the Ger- 
man expeditionary force to China 
in 1900, to comport themselves 
so that every Chinese should 
thenceforward tremble the 
name of Germany. This is, no’ 
doubt, one of the permanent rules: 
of German warfare, which in 
most respects would appear t 
quit themselves to the exigenci 
of the moment. On the other 
hand, several American news- 
pepers consider that none of the 
belligerents except Great Britain 
and Belgium is bound by the 
terms of the Hague Convention 
relating to the question at issue, 
and that therefore, ‘‘all are free 
to use dirigible bombs and aero- 
plane _rapid-firing guns as they 
please.” ‘The question seems to 
resolve itself very largely into 
one of policy. That is the mean- 
ing of the phrase, otherwise ano- 
malous, _“‘civilized —_ warfare.’” 
Tacitly, if not by signed docu- 
ment, nations agree that they will 





























not do certain things to each 
other because they do not want! 
those things done to themselves. 
The danger of breaking those laws 
is that reprisals are likely. to ensue. 
It is easy for Britons to say that’ 
there must be no reprisals against 
German towns: it is far less easy 
for the French and Belgians, who 
have actually suffered in a way 
that they never thought they 
need expect to suffer under the 
German method of attack. 
Whether the Germans were 
justified or not in dropping bombs. 
on the innocent crowds of Paris 
and Antwerp, there is one sort 
of reprisal to which they have 
exposed themselves, not only 
from their enemies but from the 
whole world. Whatever else the 
war has shown, this terrible 
lesson it has taught, that Ger- 
man engagements and German 
promises are not worth “‘the 
scrap of paper’ on which they 
are written, or the breath with 
which they are spoken. Hence- 
forward no treaty however bind- 
ing can be entered into with Ger- 
many with any assurance that she 
will abide by it, no pledge can 
she give that anyone will feel 
secure in accepting. That lesson 
will infect all her dealings com- 
mercial and diplomatic, between 
individuals as well as between 
Ministries. No matter how 
strong in armed men, the Power 
which deliberately brenks its word 
and treats a lie as good policy 
cannot stand. History is strewn 
with the wreckage of empires 
raised for a brief period to in- 
glorious eminence by methods 
such as these. No worse disser- 
vice has Prussianism ever done to 
the German people than when it 
proclaimed the gospel of treachery.

A Word to the Wise is Sufficient 
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OPIUM AND THE 
COUNCIL. 
Oct. 15. 


More dramatic events elee- 
where have hitherto prevented us 
from giving attention to the 
pamphlet recently published by 
the Rev. Arnold Foster of Wu- 
chang, entitled ‘‘Municipal Eth- 
ics: An Examination’ of the 
Opium-licence policy of the 
Shanghai Municipality, in an 
Open letter to the Chairman of 
the Council." But the question 
is too important, und Mr. Foster’s 
attack, intentionally or uninten- 
tionally, too mischievous to be 
passed unnoticed. It is, ag al- 
ways, with very great regret that 
we find ourselves in collision with 
Mr. Foster, but his enthusiasm 
leads hin into many grave state- 
ments and graver omissions, The 
charge that he brings may be 
summed up in a very brief sen- 
tence: that by the’ resolution 
passed at the Ratepayers’ Meet- 
ing in 1908° it was decided to 
keep pace with the anti-opium 
campaign in China by closing 
opium houses in the Settlement ; 
that this resolution was carried 
out in respect of opium dens, but 
that opium shops continued to 
be licensed, and in such increag- 
ing numbers that whereas eighty- 
seven shops were licensed in 1907 
and yielded a revenne of le, 
4,390, the number of licences in 
1913 was 560 and the revenue 
Tis. 86,3865. Here is the first 
omission and it is all-important, 
Neither here nor anywhere else 
in the pamphlet docs Mr. Foster 
mention that between the years 
quoted the price of a licence has 
been virtually quadruple. At the 
old rate of Tls. 4 a month the 
revenue from 560 shops is not 
Tis. 86,386, but Ts. 26,386. It 
looks very much as if the Coun- 
cil had made a great effort to dis. 
courage licensees—why it did not 
suppress them altogether will be 
dealt with presently—but as if 
the demand for opium was too 
great to be affected even by these 
heavy charges. It is for Mr. 
Foster to explain why, so far 
from mentioning this fact, the 
tone of his writing is throughout 
as if the Council had deliberately 
tried to encourage the sale of 
opium. 

That the Council did not 
in from issuing new licences 
was simply to avoid enhancing 
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it actually did was to increase the 
licence fee, following the exam. 
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ple set in Britain towards public 
houses, and thus render the drug 
80 costly as only to be within the 
reach of a smiull minority; and 
in point of fact Indian opium has 
always been the rich man's 
luxury in China. Meanwhile, 
the chairman of the Muni 
Council has told us that 

source of revenue is likely, of 
course, to disappear in a short 
distance of time." Mr. Foster 
professes himself unable to see 
how. Obviously, becanse what 
is being sold is simply the accn- 
mulated stocks, which China will 
not allow to pass into the interior 
in defiance of the Treaty and 
notwithstanding that she has 
pocketed the duty already paid on 
the stuff. On Page 8 Mr. Foster 
anticipates the excuse that opium 
shops have increased in propor- 
tion to the arrival in Shanghai, 
during the past two years, of vast 
numbers of wealthy refugees, all 
opium-smokers. No such argu. 
ment has been or ever will be 
advanced. The number of deal- 
ers increases, of course, because 
the profits are enormous, owing 
to the demand_and the restriction 
of snpplies, and several Chinese 
want to make all the money they 
can before those supplies are ex- 
hausted. Tike every other trade, 
the value of the Indian opium 
trade rests on demand, and at the 
present time that demand is very 
keen because it is known — that 


only a limited amount is 
available. Finally, on Page 
28 Mr. Foster speaks of the 
Council “opening an indefinitely 
larger number of opinm-shops 
than they had ever dreamed of 
opening before."” ‘The looseness 
of this phrase is, we trust, un- 
intentional. Tt is unjust to say 
that the Conncil opens a single 
shop. There is no encourage- 
ment in quadrupling the licence 
fee, nor any justice in so limiting 
the licences as to give certain 
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ably pocketed, although Mr. Fos- 
ter studiously ignores the fact. 
Yet now she refuses to perform 
her share of the bargain, and the 
persons who imported this opium, 
with, as they believed, every 
right to do so, were faced with 
the prospect of their goods be- 
coming unsaleable. Mr. Foster 
appears to hold that it is right to 
be virtuous at other people’s ex- 
pense, We cannot share that 
view. ‘The proper course in the 
first place would have been for 
Great Britain to pay for the 
abolition of the opium trade as 
she paid for the abolition of slav- 
ery. China cannot afford to pay 
and she has no right morally to 
try, in defiance of her solemn 
covenants, to rob the traders 
whose trade is even now not con- 
trary to Treaty. ‘The other alter- 
native was and to cease to do 
evil that good may come, that 
is, to let the small stock here go 
into consumption and so end the 
trade, for once that stock is 
finished the importing of opium 
can and would be made illegal, 
at least for British subjects, 
That is the course on which the 
Conncil has presumably decided in 
jnstice to all parties 








IN THE DAYS OF THE 
COMET. 
SICAWEI’S NOTES ON THE 
NEW VISITOR. 

Sicawei, Oct. 12. 

Questions having been’ asked con- 
corning the comet now visible, both’ 
in the morning and in the evening in 
‘our sky, we believe that the follow- 
ig information may be of interest to 
your 8: 

Tt was first seen at La Plata by 
the astronomer Delavan, on Decom- 
ber 17, 1913, and was the sixth 
comet of the year, It was conse- 
quently named Delavan Comet, or 
Comet 1913. F. It was then a 
faint object of the twelfth magni- 
tude, visible only in the powerful 
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September. After a few days it 
will be observable only in the morn- 
ing, about 4 a.m., approaching the 
star Alpha of Canum Venat. 

The best. calculation of the orbit, 
made by M.G. van Biesbroeck at 
the Royal Belgian Observatory _of 
Vecle, near Brussels, gives the fol- 
lowing position up to the end of 








the present year: 
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The right ascension will increase 
up to the middle of March, and 
then decrease, The greatest degree 
of brightness will take placo om 
October 15, 10 p.m. Greenwich time 
perihelion on October 26. 

Interest in this comet is very 
high, because it will remain ia 
the field of big telescopes up to the 
end of 1919, according to the Bies 
broeck calculations. It could have 
been seen long before the day when 
it was found, its total life, so to 
say, in the field of observation, 
lasting nearly seven years, Tho 
numerous observations that will 
follow it will throw a great deal 
of light on many difficult problems

THE ST. ANDREW’S CO. 
Fair progress is being made with 
the scheme for raising a St. 
Andrew's Company for the Shang- 
bai Volunteer Corps.

THE MODERN TORPEDO. 
The torpedo has already played 
“w very important part in the pre- 
sent war and in the immediate, 
future it is likely to prove a most 
Gestructive weapon. The British 
nd German torpedo have the same 
origin, but it is believed that our 
Tatest projectile has a greater 
tinge. There are two fundamental 
differences between shell and a 
torpedo. The shell is fired up- 
wards, whereas the torpedo is 
fired from w tube either above or 
below the water line and runs 
‘slong under the water at a depth 
that can be arranged beforehand 
by means of adjustments within 
the torpedo. The second main 
difference is that while tho shell 
owes its velocity to the explosive 
charge by which it is expelled from 
the gun, the torpedo carries its 
propelling machinery within ite 
own body. It may be expelled 
trom the tube by means of com- 
pressed air or by a smal! charge of 
gunpowder, but as soon as it strikes 
the water a stop is released by 
means of which its own engines, 
driven by compressed air, come 
into play. In the latest Bri 
torpedoes the compressed air 
heated by means of @ secret ar- 
rangement invented by a naval 
engineer officer, with the result 
given amount of air drives 

the torpedo much further. The 
modern torpedo is cigar-shaped, 
with a blunt nose. The nose itself 
consists of m series of “whiskers” 
by which the charge is fired, even 
if only a glancing blow is struck. 





The torpedo cannot explode until 
it bas travelled a certain distance! 
from the ship, and, even if the 
“whiskers” were to strike any 
submerged obstruction, the charge 
would not be fired unless the fan’ 
has been wholly unscrewed.

It has been al- 
leged that the former was never 
sincerely loyal to the latter, There 
is no cause for surprise in this in 
‘a republic where a daring man can 
secure a following if his unscru- 
pulous projects have any possibility 
of success. Gen. Villa alleges that 
‘the Provisional President has not. 
kept faith with him in any way, and 
‘that he és under certain obligations 
to him. Gen. Carranza doubtless 
feels that the time has come to rid 
himself of a dangerous rival, hence 
he has ordered his troops to oc- 
cupy certain strategic positions. 
This action and Carranza’s ap- 
pointment of another general to 
suppress an outbreak at Sonora 
practically forced Villa to move. 
Consequently he has announced 
that he intends to remain in posses- 
‘sion of Chihuahua, Sonora, Sinaloa, 
‘and Durango, and will govern these 
places according to his own ideas.

THE RETREAT FROM 
ANTWERP. 

The exclusive service telegrau: 
published in these columns yesterday 
morning indicated that a brilliant 
retreat from Antwerp had been 
achieved by the British forces. 
Reuter’s detailed message published 
this morning clearly shows that 
another page of fame has been added 
to the history of the work of British 
arms A Marine Brigade and two 
Naval Brigades were sent, presum- 
ably from Ostend, to Antwerp, and 
they took with them some heavy 
naval guns. On Tuesday morning 
last the Belgians were forced to 
give ground and this enabled the 
heavy German artillery to occupy 
® commanding position. Notwith- 
standing the ruthless bombardment 
and the pressure of superior numbers 
the garrison held out until Fridag 
afternoon when it was decided to 
sacrifice Antwerp in the interests of 
the main strategic situation, The 
British offer to cover the retreat of 
the Belgians was declined in the 
spirit which ha» made the Belgians 
famous througheut the world, and 
the British with their guns ant 
equipment began ® Jong night 
march to Seint Giles, This village 
is not marked on the maps, but the 
Admiralty statement that the bulk 
of the Ist Naval Brigade was cut 
off by the German attack north of 
Lokeren, indicates that it is farther 
to the south-west. Lokeren in 
twenty miles from Antwerp and the 
distance from the fallen fortress to 
Ostend, which two of the Naval 
Brigades succeeded in resching 
with their armoured trains and heavy 
guns, is about sixty-seven miles 
from Antwerp. The statement that 
the naval aviation park also return. 
ed safely to its base bears out our 
Presumption that the attack on the 
Zeppelin shed at Dusseldorf was 
made from Antwerp. Distasteful as 
the retreat must have been to the 
naval men their achievement is a 
brilliant one. The retreat of the 
Belgians was no less successfully 
accomplished, and they tive to fight 
another day.

THE FORTS OF ANTWERP. 

A telegram published this morn- 
ing states that twenty-four of the 
forts at Antwerp are still energeti- 
cally resisting the Germans, but 
one doubts this is only a belated 
message, Yet the fortifications of 
Antwerp are very strong; they in- 
clude a fortification wall and a 
semi-circle of forts, which were 
erected subsequently to 1860. The 
old fortifications, which were des- 
troyed, included @ citadel built by 
Alba in 1867. Like many other 
cities in Belgium, Antwerp has a 
famous cathedral, originally dating 
from the fifteenth century, with 
@ tower 400 ft. high. In the cathe- 
dral are the tomb of Rubens and 
® number of his masterpieces, Al- 
though Antwerp has been for years 
‘a naval arsenal of Belgium and the 
centre of that country’s foreign 
trade, the navigation of the Scheldt 
below the city is difficult. There 
are, however, over two miles of 
quay along the Scheldt, and twelve 
docks capable of taking ocean-going 
vessels, In the sixteenth century, 
till sbout 1560, Antwerp was the 
richest and the most commercial 
city in Europe. —_ Its importance 
afterwards declined from political 
causes, and its revival in modern 
times dates from 1863, when the 
navigation of the Sobeldt 
made free.

scarcely capable of walking at all. 
Moreover, the letters of British off. 
cors and’ men tell of fighting by 
day and night without cessation for 
more than a week at a stretch, and 
of the attendant personal discom 
forte, It was inevitable that ex- 
haustion should follow the strenuous 
work of the first weeks of the war, 
and those of us who are inclined 
to chafe at the absence of news of 
the pushing home of determined at- 
tacks, will do well to reflect what 
is indicated by such words in @ 
telegram as ‘the troops have not 
had their clothes off for nine days” 
and “many of the men were fight- 
ing barefooted.” The Allies are 
more than holding the enemy at 
bay and we have the official state- 
ment that “there is a lull in the 
operations in our immediate front 
pending a general advance.”

‘The efforts of the silk filatures to 
raise money to reopen the filatures 
that are now closed, have failed— 
mainly because they have no security 
to offer. Most of the filatures in 
difficulties have no capital worth 
speaking of, and their small stocks 
are mortgaged up to the hilt. The 
native banks themselves will have| 
nothing to do with them. But the 
Chinese have wisely stopped com- 
Plaining about the foreign banks. 

‘The Government's Position. 
The Government is now depend- 
ing mainly on the internal loan; it 
is to be hoped that they will also 
succeed in the second internal loan 
which they now propose issuing. 
The provinces have very little re- 
venue, and if trade continues as at 
prosent, will have to be helped by, 
instead of helping, Peking. Until the 
war closes, it is to be feared that 
the Customs revenue is also likely to 
go on decreasing—the drop last 
month being over Tis. 1,000,000. 








FLOOD DISTRICTS 
OF ANHUI. 


A LAMENTABLE TOUR. 


SCENES OF WRECKAGE 
AND DISTRESS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Liuanchow, Oct. 2. 


I bave just returned from a trip 
some few miles south of Huoshan 
city, which occupied some twelve 
days. The frst day out was ex- 
ccedingly hot, as several before it, 
but from the second day we had dull 
wet and cold weather, which did no 
good to the crops On our return 
trip we noticed bands of men in the 
submerged fields cutting the sodden 
rice. As the sun had not appeared 
for ten days, these seem to have 
given up hope of dry weather and 
t0 started to reap what they could. 
After cutting the rice they bound 
it in bundles and laid it on the| 
banks of the fields to drip off the 
moisture before carrying the same 
to the threshing floors to dry before 
threshing. Needless to say there 
was no hilarity. This kind of har- 
vesting means double work and half} 
the usual results, 


Floods and the Wolt. 

When going we noted the devasta- 
tion caused by the storm of the 7th, 
ten days earlier. Here and there 
some houses hed been almost re- 
stored. In others, the people were 
wandering about aimlessly watching 
their few things. In quite « number 
of cases tho walls only had fallen 
leaving framowork and thatch in- 
tact. Bome of these I noted were 
new, and I learned that they had been 
rebuilt after the raid of the White 
Wolf band in January when they. 
had been burnt. Some of the stages! 
of rest places had been utterly burnt 
out in the raid, others partly, and 
others left entirely alone, showing 
that the raid was not a systematic 
one, but followed the whims of the 
raiders, at the different places. The 











a special deputy from the provincial 
capital to rest that night. They 
had been investigating the damage 
caused by the flood in the south 
west part of this district. 

In Bhucheng district. the floods 
were much more serious than here. 
Some letters spoke of a stretch of 
“over 100 li long and wide, being 
like a sea.” That, however, is 
physically impossible. Twenty or 
thirty i wide would be the limit, 
but the length was well over 100 li. 
Many lives were lost and crops, 
houses and effects destroyed. 

The Wuchang story of fowls devel- 
oping five claws on their wings 
came up as far as Huoshanhsien 
with the addition of dogs growing 
horns. Both were poisonous in the 
extreme, and I was told thousands 
of fowls had been destroyed. 


‘What Chinese Capital Might Do. 

A Chinese told me the papers re- 
ported that the Government was 
‘going to advance the money for the 
construction work to be started on 
the Pukow-Hsinyangchow line, and 
‘8 foreign correspondent wrote the 
same story; but so far I have not 
heard any confirmation of it. In- 
deed, on the other hand, I under- 
stand from a practically unimpeach- 
able squrce that the prospects are 
ae bad as they could be or nearly 
‘0, It will be a great pity if work 
is not started within two months, 
for by that time all work in the fields 
‘will be practically finished, and men 
with nothing to do are s menace in 
this country. It will be cheaper to 
prevent trouble by finding employ- 
ment than to repair damages caused 
by rioting and looting Will the 
wealthy people of China never 
wake up to this fact and find some 
means of getting satisfactory 06- 
curity for the money they can loan? 
Why not loan it through some 
foreign Bank! Also none of the 
wealthy families have yet returned 
to Liuanchow. I do not know how 
the Luchowfu gentry are now, but a 
short time ago most of them had 
moted to the coast. 

Doubtless money is tight evory- 
where, but there are many people 
who have large sums not invested. 
‘The difficulty is to get hold of them 
so as to lay the case before them. 








worst sight was at Hsiajuichiao,| ¢: 


seventy li from ‘here and twenty li 
from Huoshan city. Some described 
it as being a greater sufferer from 
the flood than the raid. Yet only a 
couple of houses were not burnt by 
the Wolves. That, too, was pract- 
cally the southern limit of the storm, 
for although » few walls had fallen 
in Huoshan city, they were hardly 
worth noting, while thirty li farther 
in the south-west they did not even 
have rain.

Peking, Oct. 8. 


We still have the redoubtable 
Chang Hsun with us I occasion- 
ally see him whirling round the 
city in a swagger limousine, two 
be-queued yelling soldiers hanging 
on to each footboard, flourishing 
Mauser pistols, and” his driver 
making the proe terrific through 
the thousands of plodding and 
scared ricshas. 

The queues on Chang Hsun’s 
woldiers, strangely enough, at- 
tract more attention than doe 
the hero of the bloody —affrays 
about Nanking. The soldier of 
the regular army of the Republic! 
long ago shed his hirsute append- 
age, and it is already a novelty for 
the citizens to see men with queues 
adorning their regimentals, And 
by their queues as well as their 
deeds aro Chang Hsun and his men 
known. 


‘The Queue in Court. 

It ia related that when the stal- 
wart defender of the Manchus 
kowtowed to the Emperor in the 
Forbidden City the other day his 
queue displayed itself in ostenta- 
tious wriggles to those about the 
Emperor. They reminded him thas 
queues were incompatible with the 
progress of the times, and particu- 
larly with the standing of a Re- 
public, and suggested that he 

Id consign it to the limbo. 
He sprang to grim attention im- 
mediately and read a defence of 
the queue to all who cared to! 
listen that stifled all argument 
ogainst it, 

“AI my soldiers have queues,” 
be related, “and it is of supreme 
military importance that they 
should have. All soldiers should 
bare queues—by the queue they 
will be known as soldiers, and no 
traitor can get in among them, un- 
loss he has a queue, a thing which 
most traitors now have not!” 
While loud applause is not recorded 
as having greeted this point of the 
General's speech, it no doubt met 
with approval from the Manchus, 
and nothing more was said which 
might tend to make the one-time 
mafoo of the old Dowager attire 
himself in the manner of the new 
time. 

The Saviour of the Dynasty? 

Whether or not Chang Hsun re- 
gards himself as a saviour of the 
overthrown race I cannot now 
say. One time he regarded him- 
self as such, and told me that he 
would one day put the Emperor 
back on the Throne. The sight 
of the forlorn Imperial Majesty 
might have awakened the slumber- 
ing fires in the bosom of the 
General, and, when he goes to the 
review of troops on the anniversary

BRITISH TROOPS IN 
SHANTUNG. 


CHINESE PRAISE OF THEIR 
CONDUCT. 


From Oar Chinese Correspondent. 
Peking, Oct, 6. 
‘The Chinese Press to-day printed 
several telegrams received from 
the Chinese of Shantung, especially 
from Tsinan and T » loudly: 
praising the good behaviour of the 
British troops from Tientsin under 
the command of Brig.-General 
Barnardiston. The telegrams state 
that after the landing of the British 
troops at Laoshan Bay, they quietly’ 
‘passed through Tsimo city and en- 
camped outside it without touching’ 
anything or molesting any Chinese. 
Although there are about 1,000 
British officers and soldiers, the 
people of Tsimo do not feel uneasy 
in any way because they do not 
wander in the streets at their own 
pleasure and whenever they buy 
‘anything full price ig paid in hard 
cash or bank notes. The senders 
of the telegrams request the Press 
to publish them as testifying their 
appreciation of the British force, 
Chinese public opinion is in 
favour of the participation of the 
British troops in the attack on 
Tsingtao so that in the future 
settlement of the Shantung ques- 
tion, China’s powerful neighbour 
may do a little justice to the Re- 
public which is too weak to en- 
force her rights by force of arms. 
With regard to the occupation of 
the Kiaochow-Tsinan Railway by 
the Japanese troops, educated 
Chinese expressed the hope that 
through the mediation of the Bri- 
‘tish Government, the prestige of 
President Yuan might be saved, be- 
cause he has given a pledge to the 
Shantung people that the neu- 
trality of China will be strictly en- 
forced outside the prescribed war 
zone. Any loss of President Yuan’s 
prestige at this critical 
may lead to serious consequences

Germany China and America. 
Dr. Yen, Chinese Minister to

GRIEVANCE. 


TRAFFIC SHORTLY TO 
BE RESTORED. 


Were it not that so much breath 
is being exhausted at this time of 
writing in executing strategic’ 
moves to dodge the columns of 

marching in through every 
I would be 
tempted to quote in eztenso stale 
proverbs about the cup that slips, 
or the best laid plans of mice and 
men which aft gang the way they 
are not wanted to gang, to illustrate 
the state of affairs with regard to 
the Shantung railway and the 
Japanese seizure thereof. As last} 
week died, congratulations were 
the order of the day upon what) 
was described officially in a certain 
quarter as the successful arrival 
at & modus vivendi for the tem- 
porary control of the railway,—and 
now! Well now, it is all off. 

‘The picture of Japan and China| 
hugging each other in good fellow- 
ship while the trains on the 








Shantung railway roar gaily on 
their journeys is not to be drawn. 
China is not, again to employ the 
colloquial, “taking any.” Yet the’ 
trains will (run all the same, 
though China stands back 
ing and ac 
ceptance of @ friendly temporary’ 
arrangement for the working of 
the line was contingent upon the 
Japanese not vending troops to 
‘ocoupy it; but the Japanese sent! 
the troops. A few days ago, 
the 6th—7th to be precise, 
body of soldiers arrived at Tsinan- 
fu, but immediately it was known, 
some days prior to that, that they 
had set out westwards from Wei- 
hsien, the Chinese determined not 
to have anything to do with 
friendly overtures, but to pro- 
test as vigorously and as often as 
was possible. 


Speculative Protest. 

The Chinese have now pro- 
tested four times, and yesterday 
was the last time to-date. They 
have asked the Japanese to ex- 
plain the meaning of their wilful 
breaches of China's neutrality, 
and have asked for a withdrawal 
of the troops; but so far no 
reponse has been elicited from 
the sons of Nippon. 

That this will develop into 
armed conflict is not, however, 
possible so far as any movement 
‘of the Government is concerned, 
though the Chinese soldiers in the 
region traversed by the Japanese 
may be tempted to satisfy an 
itching finger on a trigger, and if a 
rifle does accidentally go off to the 

















injury of a Japanese soldier the fat 
may easily be in the fire. Strict 
injunctions have been issued from 
Peking to avoid such a catastrophe, 

the Government officials are 
exercising themselves scrupulously 
to avoid giving the slightest pretext! 
for the onus of trouble being trans- 
ferred to their shoulders. Their 
protests are being put in as a mat- 
ter of principle, and by them it is 
hoped that the Government will be 
able to obtain redress at the ond of 
the war. 


Chinese Incredulity. 

No amount of argument will cause 
the Chinese to modify their opinion 
that Shantung will remain occupied 
by the Japanese. They laugh bit- 
ter cachinnations of scorn at the 
suggestion that the Japanese will 
abide by that clause in the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance stipulating that 
the integrity of China shall be pre- 
served, and they regard anyone 
who might propound the theory as| 
partially daft. The Chinese be- 
lieve in the things that are, and 
build upon them their estimate of 
the things that are to be. They have 
seen the Japaneso tell the world 
that they were fighting for the 
integrity of Korea and Manchuria 
—and have seen Korea trans- 
formed into a Japanese possession 
and Manchuria enter upon @ trans- 
formation which they are convinced 
will end in anything but their bene 
fit. And while they adhere stout- 
ly to this opinion nothing short of 
Japan’s departure from Shantung 











‘| will satisfy them that Japan in- 


tends to keep to her word that 
the integrity «f China shall not 
muffer. 


Japan's Quiet EMeiency. 
Japan, on her side, quietly goes 


on|ahead to carry out what she deems 


to be the necessary movements 
consistent with the proper per- 
formance of her duties to herself 
in the capture of the German leas- 
ed territory and what belongs to 
it. So as not to cause too poign- 
ant an injury to China's suscepti- 
bilities, and likewise to minimize 
any likelihood of local resentment, 
Japan despatched as small a force 
as possible to occupy the various 
stations on the railway, but China 
stands by her original declaration 
that Japan is not entitled to place 
even one soldier outside the ex- 
tended war zone and that to do so 
is a grave violation of her neutral- 
ity. There is, therefore, a dead- 
lock in negotiation for an amicablo 
modus vivendi, and what we are 
to expect is that Japan will do 
what she deems she ought to do, 
and China will protest, trusting 
that when the war is over justice 
will be accorded her. 


Bridges Not Blown Up. 
Japan is bringing over a skilled 
force to operate the railway, and 
the organization is likely to be 
similar to that on the South Man-

churian system. Naturally the 
Germans who were connected with 
the railway resent this, but their 
efforts to commit China to a policy 
of force to prevent it has failed— 
luckily for China. It wae an- 
nounced that the Germans had 
decided to blow up the various 
bridges and the principal railway 
stations, but wiser counsels prevail- 
ed. Such an act would assuredly 
have justified the argument of 
Japan that the line is purely Ger- 
man, and it is fortunate that the 
Chineso were able to dissuade the 
originators of this scheme from 
carrying it into effect. 

Within a short time wo should 
hear that the railway is in operation, 
Sind unless some outward event hap- 
pens on the line calculated to cause 
Japan to show resentment by foroe, 
the question should rest in abey- 
anoe until the end of the war— 
Obina submitting to the conditions, 
of course, under strong protest.

FOR OUR SAILORS & SOLDIERS 
& THEIR FAMILIES. 
LETTERS FROM WEIHAI. 

The letter which we publish to- 
day is but a public expression of 
ones that the British Wo- 
men’s Work have received from Wei- 
haiwei, acknowledging the receipt 
of tho first lot of garments ete., sent 
up on October 4. 

The base Commandant writes ;— 
“T received yesterday your letter 
enclosing Bill of Lading for 110,000 
cigarettes presented by the British 
‘American Tobacco Company to the 
British Women’s Work for the use 
of the troops at Tsingtao or in Hos 
pital here. I will sce that they are 
distributed, also any warm under 
clothing you send up. 

“These gifts are appreciated by 
the troops more than I can tell 

you.” 

‘The President of the Ladies Help 
Committee (Mrs. Cavendish) writes: 
—‘The Ladics Help Committee 
and the Fleet Surgeon are most 
deeply grateful for what the ladies 
of Shanghai are doing for the base 
Hospital at Weihaiwei and for the 
troops and sailors in Tsingtao. T 
have read the letters in the ‘North 
China Daily News” with the 
greatest interest and am most truly 
glad that the British Women’s 
Work has been inaugurated; unit- 
led effort is so much more satisfac- 
tory than individual effort. I wrote 
another letter this morning sug: 
gesting that, till we know the re- 
sult of Tsingtao it would by advis 
able not to send any garments to 
England, for, if the struggle is 
protracted, the troops at present 
up there will certainly require 
many warm garments before they 
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In this last letter referred to, the 
President (Mrs. Cavendish) in- 
forms us that Dr. Clarke the Fleet) 
Surgeon, tells her that dressing- 
gowns would be very useful for the 
convalescent, and he would like 
twelve if they could be spared. If 
possible they ought to be of the 
same colour and material to give 
a look of uniformity to the ward. 
No dressing gowns have been re 
ceived as yet at the depét. 

It will be seen that in these let- 
ters much is ssid as to the need 
of warm clothing at Tsingtao. An 
appeal was made for sweaters; of 
these and jerseys together ninety-six 
have been received at the depét, but 
when we think that 1,000 troops are 
there besides the sailors this does| 
amount to much. F'annel 
of which 100 have already 
been sent to Weihaiwei and of 
which many more are still be-| 
ing made, doubtless stand for a 
great deal, but an extra sweater on 
‘a very cold day stands for much 
more.

PROTESTS AGAINST HOME 
GOVERNMENTS LENIENCY. 


A NEW HONGKONG 
ORDINANCE.

Hongkong, Oct. 6. 

A special meeting of the Hongkong 
Legislative Council was convened 
to-day for the purpose of passing 
through all its stages a Bill for 
“the more effectual preventing and 
further punishment of the offence of 
trading with the enemy.” The Bill 
embodies the policy in the matter 
which has been laid down by the Im- 
perial Government, and the meeting 
was noteworthy ially for the 
reason that this policy found no 
favour with most of the Unofficial 
members of Council who regarded it 
as too lenient.

Retrospective in Effect. 


‘The Ordinance is retrospective and 
makes every person deemed guilty of 
the misdemeanour of trading with 
the enemy liable upon summary con- 
viction to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding twelve months and to 
a fine not exceeding $5,000, or upon 
conviction on indictment to im 
sonment for any term not exceeding 
seven years and to a fine not exceed- 
ing 85,000. In addition to these 
penalties the Court is given power 
to order the forfeiture of any pro- 
perty whatsoever, or the proceeds 
thereof, in respect of which the 
offence may have been committed. 

The Ordinance defines trading with 
the enemy as “taking any part in 
any act or transaction prohibited 
under any proclamation issued by 
His Majesty dealing with the sub- 
ject of trading with the enemy or 
any act or transaction constituting 
the offence of trading with the 
enemy by common law or under any 
statute Iaw applicable to the 
Colony.” ‘The word “person” is 
made to include any company or 
firm, and officers of the firm or body 
corporate are made liable to the 
penalties. Under the ordinance, 
powers of inspection and search for 
the purpose of obtaining information 
are given, and power is also taken 
for the appointment by the Supreme 
Court of a Controller where it ap- 
pears to the Colonial Secretary in 
reference to any firm or company 
(a) that an offence under the Ordin- 
ance has been or is likely to be com- 
mitted in connexion with the trade 
or business thereof; or (b) that the 
control or management thereof has 





been or is likely to be so affected by | di 
the state of war as to prejudice the

ive continuance of its trade or 
and that it is in the public 
interest that the trade or business 
should continue to be carried on.” 


Position of Banks. 


Exception is made in the case of 
banks whose constitution at the 
commencement of the war provided

should be resident in German or 
Austro-Hungarian territory. 

‘The Ordinance makes it unlawful 
for any such bank to carry on its 
business in any way whatsoever ex- 
cept for the purpose of completing 
transactions entered into before the 
outbreak of the war and the Govern- 
or is empowered to impose such re- 
strictions in the case of any such 
bank and to require any such bank 
to submit to such restrictions as 
he may think fit. 

The last clause of the Ordinance 
provides that if any enemy has a 
branch locally situated in the Colony 
or if any firm carrying on business 
in the Colony had at the commence- 
ment of the war any partner, who at 
any time after the commencement 
of the war is or becomes an enemy 
within the meaning of the proclama- 
tion, or if any German subject or 
Austro-Hungarian subject carries on 
business in the Colony, it shall be 
lawful for the Governor to impose 
such restrictions on the business of 
any such branch firm or enemy sub- 
ject as he may think fit. 

It should be explained that since 
the war began Englishmen who had 
been in the employ of certain Ger- 
man firms have announced that they 
have started in business on their 
own account. 


What is an Enemy. 

In a Proclamation issued by His 
Majesty the King on September 9 
and promulgated in the Colony to- 
day the expression “‘ enemy" is de- 
fined as meaning “any person or 
bodies of persons of whatever na- 
tionality resident or carrying on 
in the enemy country but 
not include persons of enemy 
jonality who are neither resident 
nor carrying on business in 
enemy country.”” 

‘The Attorney General, in explain- 
ing in Council the Bill which has 
been based on this proclamation, re- 
marked that enemy character’ in 
connexion with the offence of trading 
did not depend on nationality or 
national sympathies but on commer-

Wanted, Reciprocity.

CORRESPONDENTS’ 
ADVENTURES. 


AMERICANS WITH THE 
GERMAN ARMY. 
Rotterdam, Sept. 10. 

‘The party of American correspon 
dents who accompanied the German 
army for nearly two weeks acrost 
Belgium and into France found 
themselves safe on Dutch soil to-day 
after being held prisoners by the 
Germans for four days under unusual 
circumstances. The Associated 
Press correspondent reached Rotter. 
dam late last night. 

For the last week the party had 
wen under surveillance at Aix-la 
Chapelle, whither they had been 
brought on a train with prisoner 
from Beaumont, Belgium, The party 
included Roger Lewis, the Associat 
ed Press; Irvin 8. Cobb, the 
“Saturday Evening Post,” and the 
hiladelphin Public Ledger,” 
James O'Donnell Bennett and John 
T. McCutcheon, the “Chicago 
Tribune,” and Harry Hansen, the 
“Chicago Daily News.” 

With them on the trip to Aix-la 
Chapelle were three other correspon. 
dents, Maurice Gerbauld, a Belgian 
correspondent; Lawrence Stein 
Stevens, an American artist, former. 
ly of Detroit, and Victoria Henne 
beard, King Albert's special phota- 
grapher. 

Americans Only Ones at Front. 

The party of five Americans left 
Brussels on August 93 with special 
military passes, and were the only 
correspondents who were successful 
in following the German army. 

The party succeeded in marching 
along with the army, sometimes in 
sight of fighting, until Beaumont 
was reached. Here the Germans 
had established temporary head 
quarters. At Beaumont the corres 
pondents were held up by Comman 
dant Mittendorfer, whose suspicions 
against all newspaper men had been 
aroused by a party of three cor- 
respondents picked up the previow 
day, who represented themselves ar 
Amerioans, although two of them 
were Belgians.

GERMAN EMPEROR 
AND THE TSAR. 
A MOBILIZATION STORY 
ALLEGED BREACH OF 
FAITH.

Mr. Warburton is well known at 
home, as for years he was the pro- 
prietor of the “ Philadelphia Tele- 
graph,” which newspaper he sold to 
his brother-in-law, Rodman Wan: 
maker, who until the war was financ- 
ing the proposed transatlantic flight 
of Lieut. Porte. 

In recent years Mr. Warburton has 
interested himself in the sale of the 
Lewis automatic gun, the invention 
of an American officer. This gun and 
other war material he has sold to 
the Russian Government. He is well 
known in Russia and is the personal 
friend of Grand Duke Alexander, 
who, during his visit to America last 
summer, was Mr. Warburton’s guest. 


A Promise to the Tsar. 

‘The story in Mr. Warburton’s own 
words follows 

“Some days before I left Peters- 
burg Grand Duke Alexander, who 
by his marriage to Grand Duchess 
Zeni the brother-in-law of the 
‘Tear, came to that city to take com- 
mand of his regiment. At the palace 
on the Moika be teld me that short- 
ly before the war broke out, when 
both the Russian and German armies 
were mobilizing, the German Emper- 
or telegraphed the Tsar a personal 
message in which he offered, if Rus- 
sia would cease her mobilization of 
the army, to stop mobilizing his 
own. 

“" promise,’ the message ran, 
‘on the word of a soldier.’ 

“On the strength of this the Tsar 
instructed Suchomlinoff, 
ter of War, that he wished al! move- 
ments of troops at once to cease. 
The jister of War expressed his 
doubts regarding the honesty of the 
German Emperor, but the Tsar 
pointed out that the Kaiser's 
message was a personal assur- 
ance and insisted that mo 
bilization cease. Eight hours 
later, after mobilization had 
been entirely halted, the Tsar learn- 
ed from his embassy in Berlin that, 
according to orders issued by the 
German Emperor himself, efforts to 
mobilize the German army had been 
doubled. 


The Word of a Soldier. 

“This” the Grand Duke said, 
‘was told me this morning by the 
Tsar. It is only too evident that my 
brother-in-law was tricked by the 
German Emperor.’ He used the 
French word ‘chiqued. It is bad 
enough, the Grand Duke said, to 
break the word of an emperor, but 
William broke the word of a soldier. 

“ August 20 Suchomlinoff himself 
not knowing that I had heard this 
story from the Grand Duke Alexand- 
er, told me exactly the same story, 
only adding that from the first he 
believed that the German Emperor 
by ao dishonest trick was trying to 
gain time.” 





























Germans Finance Russian Riots. 

Mr. Warburton says that the 
Russians charge Germany with 
fomenting and financing the labour 
riots that occurred in St. Petersburg 
the week before the war. They claim 
to have evidence showing that 
2,000,000 marks was furnished to the 
revolutionists by Germany and that 
all the ringleaders of the riots were 
found to be Germans, They believe 
that Germany thought that, with 
the Ulster difficulty, England would 
be under a great handicap and that 
Russia, also occupied with labour 
troubles at home and fearing revolu- 
tion, would not dare to enter the 
field. This would leave France with. 
out allies. But as soon as war was 
declared all internal dissensions in 
St. Petersburg ended. Men who hat 
hooted at officers now knelt to kiss 
their hands and all classes show J 
the most splendid spirit.

Successful in Gun Running. 
Mr. Warburton is happy over some 
successful gun running. Word that 
war was inevitable reached him in 
Parie, July 28, from the Russians, 
who ordered him to rush all the stock 
he had no hand. His guns, light 
mitrailleuses weighing twenty-five 
pounds and used in aeroplanes, were 
in Birmingham. He brought them 
to London by motor truck and 
packed them in steamer trunks, on 
which were painted different initials, 
coronets and names of cities. His 
mechanicians claimed these trunks 
and in bond had them conveyed 
ely across Germany into Russia 
on the last Nord express. A day 
jlroad tracks leading into 
Germany were deserted, but the guns, 
were safely in Russia. 

‘That was the last lot of Lewis guns 
to leave England, where the factory 
is now supplying them only to the 
British War Office.

“KEPT IN THE DARK.” 
THE END OF THE TRIPLE 
ALLIANCE. 

The following is the text of the 
declaration of neutrality issued by 
Italy and published in the Italian 

Press:-—

Finally, the fact that Italy was kept 
in the dark about everything has prevent- 
‘ed her from taking in time measures for 
the protection of her vital interests, which 
in case of war would be immediately and 
most seriously endangered, 

In an article which appeared in 
the “Corriere della Sera” the 
reasons for Italy’s neutrality are 
very clearly defined, 

In the first place, the article states 
that Austria wished for war, and 
Germany did nothing to prevent her 
when she could have done so, and 
now, too, herself appears to desire 
war. 

As regards Italy’s attitude, the 
following facts must be regarded as 
established. First, her alliance with 
Austria-Hungary and Germany is a 
defensive and not an offensive onc. 
But Austria attacked Servia without 
warning Italy in advance of the 
reasons which provoked this con- 
flict. Austria began hostilities, and 
in such a manner that Russia was 
obliged to mobilize in order to pre- 
serve the present balance of power 
in the Balkans and to safeguard the 
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liberty of the Southern Slavs. Russia | 
showed herself disposed to negotiate, 
and her attitude, no less than that 
of Germany and Aust in con- 
nexion with the pacific proposals of 
England and Italy, must be held 
essential factors in influencing 
Italy’s present neutrality. 

second point is thus the at- 
titude of Germany and Austria to- 
wards these proposals. Servia was 
ready to submit, but Austria was 
inexorable, the truth being that she 
wished not only the hum‘listion cf 
Servia, but her political and ecen- 
omical subservience t> the Dual 
Monarchy. 

Germany, on the other hand, while 
‘appearing at first desirous of peace, 
afterwards fearing lest delay should 
‘benefit her adversaries, herself has- 
tened the catastrophe. The various 
proposals tor conferen'ss and con 
versations were thus merely oon- 
sidered by Germany and Austria as 
means to gain time, and their failure 
can in no way be attributed to 
Russia. 

‘Again, the explanations demanded 
by Germany from Russia aol 
France, touching as they did the 
internal liberty and sovereignty of 
the latter juridically placed Ger- 
many in the position of the aggres- 
sor. Italy is therefore confronted 
not with a question of defensiv 
action, but rather of voluntary ag- 
gression, initiated by two members 
of the Triple Alliance against two 
other Powers. 

There is no question of a casus 
faderis, but rather the contrary. 

Moreover, the spirit, if not the 
letter of the Alliance, requires that 
there there be a previous under- 
standing between the Allies before 
action is taken. Neither Austria 
nor Germany was loyal to this con- 
dition. 

No previous warning was given 
by Austria as to the terms of her 
Note to Servia, beyond a statement 
that the Note had been presented 
and the Austro-Servian War began 
thus without any agreement being 
first reached with Italy. 

Germany adopted similar methods 
in regard to the explanations de- 
manded of Russia and France. 
Germany gave Italy no warning in 
advance, came to no understanding 
with her, nor consulted her. Italy 
was merely informed of the fait 
accompli, as if she was & mere ex- 
ecutrix of the wishes of others and 
counted for nothing in the council 
of the Allied Powers. 

Itfiy could thus not do otherwise 
thon declare that the  casus 
/aderis does not exist for her 
and that she is under no obligation 
to intervene, and Austria 
uot having observed the engage- 
ments of the Triple Alliance, Italy’s 
attitude is juridically correct and 
politically loyal. 

As regards the political side of the 
question, the “‘Corriere della Sera” 
veers to Austria's attitude in the 
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late Turco-Italian War and the 
manner in which she prevented 
Italy from having a free hand on 
the Adriatic coast. 

The journal sums up by declaring 
that, since Germany has come into 
tho field in the manner described 
above, and sinco Austria is preparing 
to change either the territorial con- 
figuration or, what is more 
ant still, the political configurs 
of the Balkans, no one can pretend 
that Italy should work against her 
own interests by taking up arms for 
Austria, It would be absurd and 
monstrous to expect it. Immense 
changes in Europe will result from 
the war. Italy did not desire war, 
and she ought not to suffer the losses 
which it will entail.—“Observer.”” 














THE BRITISH ARMY 
IN FRANCE. 


PREPARATION OF THE 
FORCE. 


While public attention has been 
rivetted upon Lidge, our profes- 
sional army has been able to get 
about its business without tiresome 
icitude on the part of well-mean- 
ing friends, writes Major Redway 
in the “Globe” of August 18. Its 
business was, of course, to complete, 
its establishments in men and 
horses and to collect its war outfit 
from the mobilization sto: 

The multiplicity of detail involv- 
ed in this simple statement will 
hardly be realized by others than 
soldiers who lived through the stir- 
ring times of 1899-1900; and though 
ice those days our system and 
machinery have improved, the pre- 
parations are now infinitely more 
elaborate, and less time ha been 
available, But the work of the unit 
commander is only a preliminary 
to the work of brigade ane divi- 
sional commanders, who have to 
assemble their formations after 
mobilizing their respective head- 
quarters, which have no existence 
in peace time, The result has been 
to exhibit for the first time in the 
history of the British Army an or- 
ganized field force complete “to the 
Tast .gaiter-button,” which we have 
sent to the assistance of ou~ Con- 
tinental allies. 


Strength of the Field Force. 

The fighting portion of our Ex- 
peditionary Foroe in all probability 
consists of 3,949 officers (439 ca- 
valry), and 113,758 other ranks 
(8,830 cavalry), with 16,176 riding 
horses (7,350 cavalry), 456 field guns 
and howitzers, 2% heavy guns, and 
163 machino guns. For the rapid 
conveyance of staff officers and or 
derlies 77 motor cars, 72 motor cy- 
cles, and 2,062 bicycles are provid- 
ed, and the army’s impedimenta in| 
the shape of first line transport and 
train includes 819 pack horses, 1,442 
carts, and 4.313 wnggons of sorts. 
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In addition to these men, horse 
and vehicles, there will be the 
tablishments of general headquar- 
tors, and of the headquarters of 
three corps; and as the units were 
souttered all over the United King- 
dom, they had to be brought to- 
gether by marching and by railway 
to the point, or points, on the coast 
selected for the embarkation, where. 
of course, tho shipping awaited the 
troops. This enormous convoy then 
found its way to points on the coast 
of France or Belgium, where the 
Process of disembarking took place 
and again set out, filling a dozen 
miles of half-acdozen roads, to. the 
area selected as its sphere of opera- 
tions. 


‘Transport Arrangements, 

As soon as the transports were 
emptied of troops they would re- 
turn to our shores and begin the 
interminable task of forwarding 
fresh supplies of ammunition, food, 
clothing, and stores; and also of 
men and horses to take the place of 
those who fall sick or go lame un- 
der the strain of marching before 
even a battle has been fought, The 
route taken by the vessels forms our 
line of communication, and is ob- 
viously the vital point in the mili- 
tary organism. This vital point 
was the true objective of the Ger- 
man navy, 

Before these lines are in print 
the danger will be over, and, ex- 
cept as a matter of record, wo need 
hardly allude to the anxious mo- 
rhents that have been passed, nob 
only by those immediately respon- 
sible for the safety of our army, 
but by those who feared lest by 
word or deed our foes should be 
warned or our people alarmed as 
the crisis approached. The last of 











our rmgiments disembarked in 
safety. But it might have been 
otherwise. 


Danger of a Hostile Fleet, 

The strategical problem was to 
bring our organized formations into 
the area of concentration in pre- 
sence of a hostile naxy, whose mis- 
sion it was to attack and destroy 
this priceless convoy. In tho pro- 
sence of our fleet the German navy 
could not muster up courage to 
strike at the right place and time, 
and therefore it will have failed in 
the main purpose for which it was 
created; for if the German Emper- 
or’s flect had suoceeded in destroy- 
ing the transports loaded with our 
fighting troops, it would have jus- 
tified its existence oven if it should 
itself have been annihilated in the 
process. 

Consider what this would have 
meant. France and Belgium would 
at this moment be deprived of the . 
aid they have reckoned on, and no- 





thing could replace their loss. The 
land forces of Germany would have 
full liberty to operate in Franoe 
and Belgium, and their prosperity, 
if not assured, wonld at Teast be 
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immensely contributed to by the 
wave of discouragement which 
would pass over the armies of our 
allies at the news of such a dis- 
aster. 

The fact that our navy had in 
a technical sense won a victory by 
destroying the major portion of the 
German fleet would not have fur- 
thered in the least our immediate 
object of going to the aid of General 
Joffre. The utmost our navy could 
do, in such circumstances, would 
be to guarantee a safe passage for 
the “Kitchener” army, but before 
wo could assemble Expeditionary 
Force No, 2 perhaps the war would 
be over, and though it would bo un- 
generous to say that our Allies are 
unable, without our assistance, to 
expel tho invader, it is clear that 
the moral and material effects of 
the destruction at saa of oun mo- 
bilized land forces would have 
handicapped our Allies and filled 
with fresh vigour the armies of 
Germany. 


The Key to the Riddle, 

Such was the strategical problem 
which first presented itself to at 
Toast one of the allies, and to ap- 
preciate that problem it was indis- 
pensable to take into account what 
courses were open to the enemy, and. 
to view the situation imaginatively 
from a foreign standpoint, But the! 
practical solution of the problem 
was, after all, in the hands of our 
admirals and ‘generals, and that: 
they held the key to the riddle jis 
ovident. 








THE DULLNESS OF 
HONGKONG. 


EFFECT OF WAR TIME AND 
THE CENSORATE 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Hongkong, Sept. 21. 

If there were any in’ Hongkong, 
six weeks ago, who expected this to 
be a stirring place during time of 
war, they must be greatly disap- 
pointed. The Colony is never 
very lively place—it has not one- 
fourth of the spirit and gaiety of 
Shanghai, for example—and always 
wears a very sedate air as though it 
were fearful of compromising itself 
by over much merriment, but just at 
present it is duller and drabber than 
ever. Every other man (it appears 
to the eyo) is dressed soldier-fashion, 
though they are only very earnest: 
volunteers, and this lends a greyness 
to the streets which is not usually 
present at this season of the year. 
Even the newspapers are as dull 
ditch-water so far as local news is 
concerned. That, to be sure, is not: 
their fault, for the censorship is very’ 
keen and close. That may be good 
business, or it may not; one may be 
permitted to doubt the wisdom of| 
concealing every bit of news which 
is not wholly favourable, the more 





'so that the man in the street—that| 
intangible person who knows every- 
thing worth knowing—is passing it 
on as fast as may be. 


The British Fleet. 

Take the matter of our Far East- 
ern fieet, for example; no one is 
supposed to know where it is. Rus- 
sian vessels and Japanese have come 
jand gone within the last ten days, 
| but never @ sign of the British fleet| 
‘has been seen. No one is supposed 
to know where it is, and the news- 
papers dare not say. People may 
arrive from the south and spread 
the news that part of it was seen at 
Singapore recently. ‘The writer may 
be able to say, without fear of being 
proved wrong, that certain British 
war vessels were at Singapore on 
the Sth of the present month, but he| 
dares not set down the fact in Hong- 
kong, though what harm is being 
done by setting it down neither he 
nor any other man can say. Where 
is the harm of placing upon record 
what nearly everyone knows! — If 
the censorship could be extended to 
the tongues of people who arrive 
from other places, well and good; 
but it cannot, and there is an end of 
the matter. 








Erratic Oonsorship. 

One has no wish to be hypereritic- 
al at a time like this; but one can- 
not refrain from remarking that the 
censorship is at once too strict and 
too lenient. It appears to be un- 
necessarily strict with our own pa- 
pers and not nearly so strict as it 
should be with cortain papers which 
come from other parts, One men- 
tions no names, but it is not good 
business that there should be re- 
ceived in the Colony and greedily 
read by Germans in the Colony (and 
here one writes only of what one has 
seen) papers which have reported the 
most wild and improbable and fan- 
tastic statements concerning not 
only the situation in Europe but 
concerning Hongkong itself. The 
authorities, of course, may be sup- 
posed to know their own busine 
best, but the conduct of that but 


“| ness at present does not meet with 


entire popular approval. 


The Volunteers. 

Meantime the volunteers and vo- 
lunteer reserves are still doing fine 
work with a rare spirit. One of the 
most pleasing features of the situa- 
tion in the Colony at present is the! 
cheerfulness with which a big num- 
ber of men, some of them not too 
young either, have done without: 
sleep while doing guard and have 
afterwards faced business calls dur- 
ing the day without flinching. And 
the grumblers have been very few. 
Yesterday they had a field day; and 
a field day in weather about as hot 








and sticky as it was in June is a test 
of endurance which few men would 
make from choice. Yet these men 
‘met the test with much courage and 
hardihood, and their work is deser- 
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ving of all praise. One of these days 
the war alarm is to be sent round 
on purpose to test their speed in 
turning out, and it may safely be 
assumed that the response will grati- 
fy the military authorities, These 
amateur soldiers are as keen as 
mustard on proving themselves cap- 
able of defending the Colony when 
tho regular white troops go. It is 
an open secret, of course, that they 
are going, and they will be gone 
before this appeare in print. 


‘A Dull Place. 

But all this notwithstanding, the 
place is as dull as could be. There 
has not, from the start of the war, 
been one hour of real excitement. 
Prizes of war have been brought in 
without many people being any the 
wiser, but there has not been a shot 
fired near the Colony, and only once 
a sign of shot having been fired 
elsewhere. That was when the Ken- 
not arrived from Tsii ther 
untold tale. It would be a relief if 
something stirring would happen. 
It is not good that we should go 
about all day, pinching ourselves to 
ensure that we are really awake and 
that some little business ie still 
being done. 








CAPTURE OF THE 
ENEMIES’ TRADE. 


BRITISH CONSULAR REPORTS. 

In connexion with the scheme 
which the Board of Trade have in- 
itiated for assisting British manu- 
facturers and traders to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity afforded 
by the war for securing trade form- 
erly in the hands of German and 
Austrian or Hungarian rivals, the 
following further information has 
been received by cable from his Ma- 
jesty’s Consul-General at Shanghai 
September 8, says the“ Morning 
Post.” 

“Business may be said to be more 
‘or less at a standstill, The situa- 
tion is governed by the export trade, 
which held up; and money is 
tight, principally on account of this 
stagnation.

He 
thinks nothing of charging five on 
six hundred yards in the face of a 
heavy fire. 


British Soldiers in Paris. 
British soldiers have become quite 
common objects of the boulevards. 
Slightly wounded men wander in by 
twos and threes, obtain medical aid 
and then rejoin their regimenta 
Needless to say, they are received 
with much favour and have no need 
to buy drinks or smokes. Some of 
them even sleep on the benches out 
of doors. ‘They have become 90 
used to sleeping “anywhere” they 
say, that the bare ground or « hard 
board appeals to them just as much 
as a bed. It is good to see them 
sitting outside boulevard cafés 
with little knots of admiring 
French people round them, trying 
to make out a word or two of their 
conversation.

THE LONG RETREAT 
OF THE ALLIES. 


DAUNTLESS WORK BY THE 
BRITISH TROOPS, 


SIR JOHN FRENCH'S 








DESPATCH. 
The following is the full text of the 
despatch of Field shal Sir John 





French, a summary of which has already 
appeared in thess columns, which was 
issued by the War Office on September 9. 
Owing to the vagaries of the post tho 
despatch was delayed in reaching us, but 
we publish it for the benefit of those who 
have not already seen it, 


War Office, Sept. 9, 1914. 

The following despatch has been

Sept. 7, 1914. 

My Lord, 

I have the honour to report the 
proceedings of the Field Foree under 
my command up to the time of 
rendering this despatch, 

1. The transport of the troops from 
England both by sea and by rail was 





| effected in the best order and with- 


out a check. Each unit arrived at 
its destination in this country well 





,| Within the scheduled time. 


The concentration was practically 
complete on the evening of Friday, 
the 2ist ultimo, and I was able to 
make dispositions to move the Force 
during Saturday, the 22nd, to posi- 
tions I considered most fa able 








from which to commence operations 
which the French Commander-in- 
Chief, General Joffre, requested me 
to undertake in pursuance of his 
plans in prosecution of the cam- 
paign. 

The line taken up extended along 
the line of the canal from Conde on 
the west, through Mons and Binche 
on the east. This line was taken up 
as follows: 

From Conde to Mons inclusive was 
assigned to the Second Corps, and 
to the right of the Second Corps 
from Mons the First Corps was 
posted. The oth Cavalry Brigade 
was placed at Binche. 

In the absence of my Third Army 
Corps I desired to keep the Cavalry 
Division as much as possible as a 
reserve to act on my outer flank, or 
move in support of any threatened 
part of the line. The forward re- 
connaissance was entrusted to 
Brigadier-General Sir Philip Chet- 
wode with the 5th Cavalry Brigade, 
but I directed General Allenby to 
d forward a few squadrons to 

assist in this work. 

During the 2nd and 23rd these ad- 
vanced squadrons did some excellent 
work, some of them penetrating as 

\far as Soignies, and several en 
{counters took place in which our 
troops showed to great advantage, 














General Jofire's Plan. 

2 At 6 am, on August 23, 1 
assembled the Commanders of the 
First and Second Corps and Cavalry 
Division at a point close to the 
position and ined the general 
situation of the 3 and what 1 
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understood to be General Joffre’ 
plan. I discassed with them at some 
length the immediate situation in 
front of us. 

From information I received from, 
French Headquarters I underst..od 
that little move than one or at mest 
two, of the enemy's Army Corps, 
with perhaps one Cavalry Division, 
were in front of my position; and I 
was aware of no attempted out- 
flanking movement by the enemy. 
I was confirmed in this opinion by 
the fact that my patrols encountered 
no undue opposition in their recon- 
noitring operations. The observa- 
tion of my aeroplanes seemed also to 
bear out this estimate. 

About 3 p.m. on Sunday, the 33rd, 
reports began coming in to the effect, 
that the enemy was commencing an 
attack on the Mons line, apparently 
in some strength, but that the right 
of the position from Mons and Bray 
was being particularly threatened. 

‘The Commander of the First Corps 
had pushed his flank back to some 
high ground south of Bray, and the 
sth Cavalry Brigade evacuated 
Binche, moving slightly south; the 
enemy thereupon occupied Binche: 


An Unexpected Message, 

‘The right of the 3rd Division, 
under General Hamilton, was at 
Mons, which formed a somewhat 
dangerous salient; and I directed the 
Commander of the Second Corps to 
be careful not to keep the troops on 
this salient too long, but, if threat- 
ened seriously, to draw back the 
centre behind Mons. This was done 
before dark. In the meantime, 
about 5 p.m., I received a most un- 
expected message from General 
Joffre by telegraph, telling me that’ 
at least three German Corps, viz., a 
reserve corps, the 4th Corps and 
the sth Corps, were moving on my 
position in front, and that the Se- 
cond Corps was engaged in a tur 
ing movement from the direction of 
Tournay. He also informed me that 
the two reserve French divisions and 
the 5th French Army on my right 
Were retiring, the Germans having 
on the previous day gained posses- 
sion of the passages of the Sambre 
between Charleroi and Namur. 

3. In view of the possibility of my 
being driven from the Mons position, 
I had previously ordered a position 
in rear to be reconnoitred. This 
Position rested on the fortress of 
Maubenge on the right and extended 
West to Jenlain, south-east of 
Valenciennes, on the left. The posi- 
tion was reported difficult to hold, 
because standing orops and buildings 
tnade the siting of trenches very dif- 
ficult and limited the field of fire 
in many important localities. It 
nevertheless afforded a few good 
artillery positions. 

The Retirement to Maubeuge. 

When the news of the retirement | 
of the French and the heavy Ger- 
man threatening on my front reach- 

















ed me, I endeavoured to confirm it 
by aeroplane reconnaissance; and as 
a result of thie I determined to effect, 
a retirement to the Maubeuge posi- 
tion at daybreak on the th. 

A certain amount of fighting con- 
tinued along the whole line through- 
out the night, and at daybreak on 
the 24th the 8nd Division from the 
neighbourhood of Harmignies made 
& powerful demonstration as if to 
retake Binche. This was supported 
by the artillery of both the Ist and 
2nd Divisions, whilst the Ist Divi- 
sion took up @ supporting position 
in the neighbourhood of Peissant. 
Under cover of this demonstration 
the Second Corps retired on the line 
Dour-Quarouble-Frameries. ‘The 3rd 
Division on the right of the Corps 
suffered considerable loss in this 
operation from the enemy, who 
had retaken Mons. 

The Second Corps halted on this 
line, where they partially entronched 
themselves, enabling Sir Dou: 
Haig with the First Corps gradually 
to withdraw to the new position; 
and he effected this without much 
further loss, reaching the line 
Bavai-Maubeuge about 7 p.m. To- 
wards mid-day the enemy appeared 
to be directing his principal effort 
against our left. 

T had previously ordered General 
Allenby with the Cavalry to act 
vigorously in advance of my left 
front and endeavour to take the 
pressure off. 


Hard Pressed. 

About 7.90 a.m. General Allenby 
received a message from Sir Charles 
Fergusson, commanding 6th Divi- 
sion, saying that he was very hard 
pressed and in urgent need of sup- 
port. On receipt of this message 
General Allenby drew in the Cavalry 
and endeavoured to bring direct 
support to the 5th Division. 

During the course of this operation 
General De Lisle, of the tnd Cavalry 
Brigade, thought he saw a good op- 
Portunity to paralyze the further 
advance of the enemy's infantry by 
making a mounted attack on his 
flank. He formed up and advanced 
for this purpose, but was held up 
by wire about 500 yards from his 
objective, and the 8th Lancers and 
18th Hussars suffered severely in the 
retirement of the Brigade. 

The 19th Infantry Brigade, which 
had been guarding the Line of 
Communications, was brought up 
by rail to Valeaciennes on the 22nd 
and 23rd. On the morning of the 
3th they were moved out to a posi- 
tion south of Quarouble to support 
the left flank of the Second Corps. 

With the assistance of the Cavalry 
Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien was en- 
abled to effect his retreat to a new 
Position; although, having two 
corps of the enemy on his front and 
one threatening his flank, be suffered 








great losses in doing so. 
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At nightfall the position was oc- 
cupied by the Second Corps to the 
west of Bavai, the First Corps to 
the right. The right was proteot- 
cd by the Fortress of Maubeuge, the 
left by the 19th Brigade in position 
between Jenlain and Bry, and the 
Cavalry on the outer flank. 


The Enemy's Intention, 

4. The French were still retiring, 
and I had no support except such 
as was afforded by the Fortress of 
Maubeuge; and the determined at- 
tempts of the enemy to get round my 
left flank assured me that it was his 
intention to hem me against that 
place and surround me. I felt that 
not a moment must be lost in retir- 
ing to another position. 

T had every reason to believe that 
the enemy's forces were somewhat 
exhausted, and I knew that they had 
suffered heavy losses. I hoped, 
therefore, that his pursuit would not 
be too vigorous to prevent me effect- 
ing my object. 

The operation, however, was full 
of danger and difficulty, ‘not only 
owing to the very superior force in 
my front, but also to the exhaustion 
of the troops. 

retirement was recommenced 
in the early morning of the 25th to 
& position in the neighbourhood of 
Le Cateau, and rearguards were 
ordered to be clear of the Maubeuge- 
Bavia-Eth Road by 5.30 am. 

Two Cavalry Brigades, with the 
Divisional Cavalry of the Second 
Corps, covered the movement of the 
Second Corps. The remainder of 
the Cavalry Division, with the 19th 
Brigade, the whole under the com- 
mand of General Allenby, covered 
tho west flank. 

The 4th Divis‘on commenced its 
detrainment at Le Cateau on Sun- 
day, the 23rd, and by the morning of 
the 25th eleven battalions and a 
Brigade of Artillery with Divisional 
Staff were available for service. 

I ordered General Snow to move 
out to take up a position with his 
right south of Solesmes, his left 
resting on the Cambrai-Le Cateau 
Road south of La Chaprie, In this 
position the Division rendered great 
help to the effective retirement of 
the Second and First Corps to the 
new position. 

Although the troops had been 
ordered to occupy the Cambrai-Le 
Cateau-Landrecies position, and the 
ground had, during the 25th, been 
Partially prepared and entrenched, 
I had grave doubts—owing to the 
information I received as to the ac- 
cumulating strength of the enemy 
against me—as to the wisdom of 
standing there to fight. 


Continued Retirement, 
Having regard to the continued 
retirement of the French on my 
right, my exposed left flank, the 
Yendency of the enemy’s western 
corps (II.) to envelop me, and, 
more than all, the exhausted oon 
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dition of the troops, I determined

‘The Cavalry, under General 
Allenby, were ordered to cover 
he retirement. 

‘Throughout the 25th and far 
into the evening, the First Corps 
continued its march ou Lundrecies, 
following the road along the eas- 
tern border of the Forét De 
Mormal, and arrived at — Land- 
recies about ten o'clock. I had 
intended that the Corps should 
come further west so a to fill up 
the gap between Le Catenu 
Landrecies, but the men were ¢x- 
hausted and could not get furthr 
in without rest. 

The enemy, however, would not 
allow them this rest, ‘and about 
9.30 p.m. a report wae received 
that the 4th Guards Brigade in 
Landrecics was heavily  attacked| 
by troops of the 9th German Army| 
Corps, who were coming 
the forest on the north of the 
town. This brigade fought most 
gallantly, and caused the enemy 
to suffer tremendous loss in issuing 
from the forest into the narrow 
streets of the town. This loss 
has been estimated from reliable 
vources at from 700 to 1,000. At 


the same time information reached 
me from Sir Douglas Haig that!

On the 24th the French Cavalry 
Corps, consisting of three divisions, 
under General Sordét, had been in 
billets north of Avesnes. On my 
way back from Bavai, which wae my 
“ Poste de Commandment”  dur- 
ing the fighting of the 23rd and 24th, 
I visited General Sordét, an‘ oarn- 
estly requested his co-operation 
and support. He promised to ob- 
tain sanction from his Army Com- 
mander to act on my left flank, 


but said thet his horses 
were too tired to move be 
fore the next day. Although he 
rendered me valuable assistance’ 


later on in the course of the retire- 
ment, he was unable for the reasons. 
given to afford me any support on 
the most critical day of all, viz., 
the 26th. 

At daybrenk it became apparent) 
that the enemy was throwing 
bulk of his strength against the 
left of the position occupied by! 
the Second Corps and the 4th 
Division. 

Troops’ Magnificent Front. 

At this time the guns of four 
German Army Corps were in posi- 
tion against them, and Sir Horace 
Smith-Dorrien reported to me that} 
he judged. it impossible to oon- 
tinue his retirement at daybreak! 
(as ordered) in face of such an 
attack. 

I sent him orders to use __his' 
utmost endeavours to break off the 
action and retire at the earliest 
possible moment, as it was impos- 
‘sible for me to send him any sup- 
port, the First Corps being at the 
moment incapable of movement. 

‘The French Cavalry Corps, un- 
dor Genera] Sordét, was coming up 
‘on our left rear early in the mom- 
ing, and I sent un urgent message 
to him to do his utmost to come up

tance, but mainly to the skilful 
manner in which Sir Douglas Haig 
extricated his Corps from an ex- 
ceptionally difficult position in the 
darkness of the night, they were 
able at dawn to resume their

‘No Support on Oritical Day. 

By about 6 p.m. the Second 
Corps had got into position with 
their right on Le Cateau, their 
left in the neighbourhood of Cau- 
dry, and the line of defence was 
continued thence by the 4th Divi- 
sion towards Servanvillers, the} 
left being thrown back. 

During the fighting on the 2th 
and 25th the Cavalry became a 
good deal scattered, but by the 
early morning of the 28th General 
Allenby had succeeded in can- 
centrating two brigades to the south 
of Cambrai. 

The 4th Division was placed un- 
der the orders of the General Offi 








left flank; but owing to the fatigue 
lof his horses he found himself un- 
able to intervene in any way. 

There had been no time to ea- 
trench the position properly, but}

1 cannot close the brief account 
of this glorious stand of the Bri 
tish troops without putting on re- 
cord my deep appreciation of the 
valuable services rendered by Gen- 
eral Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien. 

I say without hesitation that the 
saving of the left wing on the 26th 
August could never have been ac- 
complished unless a commander of 
rare and unusual coolness, intre- 
pidity, and determination had been 
present personally to conduct the 
‘operation, 

The retreat was continued far 
into tho night of the 28th and 
through the 27th and 38th, on 
which date the troops halted on 
the line Noyon-Ohauny-La  Fere, 
having then thrown off the weight 
‘of the enemy’s pursuit. 

On the 27th and 28th I was muah

the French Cavalry Division which 
he commands for materially a6- 
sisting my retirement and —suc- 
coasfully driving back some of the 
enemy on Cambrai.

SINGAPORE. 

To the Editor of the 
“Norta-Caixa Datty News.” 
Sin,—I have just received and hold 

at your disposal a letter from Singa- 

pore, which may be of interest to 
your readers as it shows how little 
it pays to adopt lenient measures 
towards German people who hap- 
pened to live in others’ Colonies and 
were allowed to remain there free 

“‘under special conditions.” 

The eventa the letter refers to took 
place in the above port. There, 
during the absence of the Governor 
on leave, the Germans were given 
freedom on oath and permitted to 
conduct their business as usual, it 
was not long before they availed 
themselves of the opportunity to do 

3 much harm as possible to the 
subjecte of the Empire whose offi- 
cials had treated them with so much 
magnanimity. 

‘A wireless station was installed in 
an island close to the harbour and 
the property of a German firm: the 
station was operated by an Austrian 
and all information concerning the 
whereabout of the ships from Sing- 
apore was at once directed to the 
German cruisers prowling in the 
vicinity. 

Moreover Chinese cargoboats were 
chartered by the Germans and sent 
to the Java harbours to take in all 
the supplies required by the German 
men-of-war. 

The result was that some British 
merchantmen were ina few days

sunk by the Emden, and other steam- 
ers, fearing to share the same fate, 
have been obliged to take shelter in 
different ports from Hongkong to 
Aden. 

‘As most of the people in Shanghai 
wondered how the Emden, after 
having run away from Tsingtao, was 
able to endanger the sea trade of 
the Allies in the Straits and suc- 
ceeded in her raids, the above facts 
are a sufficient explanation.

is an answer to criticisms recently 

‘on the Democratic adminis- 
tration in the Philippines by your 
Manila correspondent, and as I 
happen to be that individual, I 
shall be grateful if you can spare 
me @ portion of your space to reply 
to the same, 

From the first paragraph in the 
article, I learn that my criticisms 
have been shown to Governor-Gen- 
eral Harrison and that he feels 
that some of my opinions and 
conclusions are erroneous and 
unfair, 

If anything I have written has 
hurt the Governor-General, I am 
very sorry. For him personally, I 
have an admiration and the deepest: 
respect. I acknowledge freely and 
with the greatest pleasure that his 
Excellency is a gentleman in the 
truest sense of the word; that he is 
3 man of courage; and, as far as 
Washington will allow him to be, 
an able administrator. I also agree 
with my critic that in many instan- 
ces the Governor-General has had to 
do things he would rather not have 
done, but which he was forced to do 
by direct instructions from Wash. 
ington. But—ooncerning m7 eriti- 
cisme of the insular administration 
of which he is the head—I withdraw 
nothing. What I have said, I have 
said. 

Tet me try to straighten things 
out a little. My critio avers that 
I, in common with certain other 
newspaper men, seem to believe that 
the admitted business depression in 
the islands coincided with Mr. Har 
rison’s arrival and the inaugure- 
tion of the new régime; whereas it 
really dated back to the days im- 
mediately following the Presiden- 
tial election of 1912 and was the 
direct result of uncertainty as to 
the political future ine 
lands, 

My critic is both correct and in- 
correct. He is correct in saying 
the commencement of the bui 
vees depression was in 1912. He is 
incorrect in saying that I asserted 
it commenced with the arrival of 
the Harrison régime. What I have 
maintained, and continue to, is that| 
it has steadily grown worse under 
the Harrison sdministretion and 
that no act of his Excellency and 
his Commissioners has stopped the 
dry rot or even brought things back 
to what they were the week before 
ho landed in Manila, It is not for 
me, Sir, to differentiate the acts of 
his Excellency which are carried 
out on his own volition, and those| 
which are carried out under instruc- 
tions from Washington, They are 
Government secrets and are un- 
known to the “‘man in the street.”” 
Therefore, if we consider some of 
these acts sre detrimental to the 
welfare of the country, we blame the 
administration of the insular Gov- 
emment and it is for them to ap- 
portion the blame where it is due; 
either to themselves, or to Washing- 
ton, 

















It bas fallen to my lot on cer-' 
‘tain occasions to condemn the whole- 
sale discharge of Americans from 
the Government service in these is- 
lands, That I, in common with 
others, was justified in my con- 
demation, is proved by the fact 
that my critic states he has 
every reason to believe that the 
Governor-General gladly would 
have spared himself this task, but 
that he was ordered to do so from 
Washington. Am I to gather from 
this his Excellency did not agree 
with such drastic action, but was 
not strong enough to advise his 
Government that such a step was 
unwise and unfair? 

‘My oritic devotes two paragraphs 
in his article (5 and 6) to eulogiz- 
ing the revised Jones bill. If he 
will be so good as to look up in 
your pages what I have written on 
the same since the full text of the 
measure was published in Manila, 
he will find that I have spoken 
quite as much in favour of it as he! 
does himself. Surely he would not 
blame me for unconsciously agree- 
ing with him? 

Tt is in the last paragraph of 
article, however, that my oritie en- 
deavoure to pin me You 
have headed it, Sir, “ Bron Bup- 
port for Business.” He says: “The 
foregoing will, I think, show that} 
whatever there has been here of 
causes contributing to panic or de- 
pression is not fairly _ cha~geable| 
against Governor Harrison, and 
I regard the attacks upon him and 
the outeries against his policies 
raised by certain newspapers as un- 
fair and unjust in extreme. 
Governor Harrison is a strong sup- 
porter of business and has shown 
himself most friendly to capital 
coming to the islands for invest 
‘ment in legitimate enterprises.” 

With all due deference to my cri- 
tic, I am not responsible for attacks 
‘on the Governor-General and out- 
cries against his policies that have| 
appeared in certain newspapers. 
(Delightfully vague phrase—‘cor- 
tain newspapers”) I am only 
responsible for my letters that have 
appeared in the ““North-China Daily 
News” and “Herald”; and, again 
with all deference, I defy him to 
point out one instance in those 
many letters where I have asserted 
or even suggested that his Excel- 
lency is not a strong supporter of 
‘business; that he is unfriendly to 
capital coming to these islands; or 
that he has refrained from “‘exer- 
cising his great influence with the 
legislature to bring ebout results| 
highly beneficial ‘to the business in- 
tereste of the country.” 

Per contra, 1 have freely borne 
testimony to the action of the Gov- 
ernorGenerat in his curbing of 
wild-cat financial schemes of the 
Assembly; of his courage in the 
handling of the rinderpest epidem- 
ie; of the hard work he put in by 
travelling throughout the islands so| 
as to see things for himeelf; and

still more recently, of hit 
manlike grip of the possible situa- 
tion of food corners in the 
Philippines owing to the European 
war. 

‘That I have unfavourably criticiz- 
ed a considerable portion of what is 
known as the Harrison administra- 
tion policy, I freely end frankly 
admit. Were I writing a résumé 
of tho Forbes administration or the 
Taft administration, I might find 
myself compelled by facts to write, 
in many instances, equally un- 
favoursbly. But I am writing of 
to-day and not of ancient history. 
I emphatically maintain that my 
criticisms were directed against 3 
policy, and never against the Gov- 
ernorGeneral personally. Whether 
that policy originates in Washing- 
ton or Manila is not my business 
It is the policy of the Harrison ad- 
ministration and being v0, I criti 
cize it fairly, honourably and with 
out bias. 

In conclusion, Sir, I would con- 
gratulate his Excellency on his de- 
fender. My critic is courteous 
and temperate in the extreme and 
it is a pleasure to cross swords—or 
should I say pons—with such an op 
ponent

PRESIDENT YUAN SHIH- 
KAI AT A REVIEW. 


From Our Own Correspoadent. 
Peking, Oct 10. 

President Yuan Shih-kai stood 
in the sunlight for over an hour 
and a half this morning watching 
his troops march by. There was 
a review in celebration of the 
anniversary of the Republic; but 
not a review as such is known in 
vther countries, where troops are 
manguvred in various formations 
in eome open park or field, but a 
march 


The President occupied 4 sta- 
tion on top of the south gate of 
the Forbidden City. The foreign 
spectators were down below on 
the outside of the gate. Last 
year they were up “topside” with 
the President; this year he was 
merely surrounded by members of 
the Cabinet; some prominent 
Chinese military and naval officers, 
a few Chinese officials, and a 
bodyguard. On the President’s 
immediate right stood the Minister! 
of War, General Tuan Ohi-jui, 

the rear on his left was the 
retary of State, Mr. Hsu Hsih- 
chang, and modestly occupying 
an inconspicuous place near by was 
General Li Yuan-hung, the —Vice- 
Prosident. Round about were 
various members of the Cabinet, 
and military officers in sky-blue 
‘miforms, with white plumes in 
their caps. ‘The President was 
similarly — attired—and 80 was 
General Munthe, who now is ‘in 
charge of a force of gendarmerie. 
But General Munthe was

In the great space within the’ 
walls of the Imperial City festoon- 
ed poles carried flags and strings 
of red lanterns. Towards the 
Chienmén a great lavishly coloured 
pailo crossed the paved parade, 
Westwards towards the President’s| 
residence, the hitherto vacant 
spaces which had provided hollows 
for the collection of water which 
grew green in stagnation had been 
filled up and were now a garden 
of cockscombs, chrysanthemums, 
and other flowers struggling with 
the cool October breezes to survive 
their transplantation, 
everything the sun shone from 
sky as blue as the gilt-embroidered 
uniforms of the generals. 


Rigorous Supervision. 


The tickets of admission within 
the walls of the Imperial City were 
limited. Foreignors had to obtain 
letters of introduction from their 
Legations before they could procure 
the necessary permit. Even well- 
known correspondents were not 
known without a lettor, or without 
‘a request from their Legations on 
their behalf. At each gate camera 
and binocular cases were minutely 








examined, and many keen eyes 

scrutinized frock coats for any 

suspicious bulges in the viel 

of pookets. Who asks why? 
Some time after the hour 

signed for the beginning of 


the review a clatter of hoofs, a! 
blare of a band, a sight of white 
plumes and red dashing along 
from the west announced the 
coming of the President. He was 
not in the stately carriage bedight 
with gilt and with four little lions 
perched on the corners of the roof 
which bore him last year. He: 
came on a charger, the better that 
ho might be kept from view by his 
black helmeted, red plumed body- 
guard, who packed closely about 
him. "At the entrance of the For- 
bidden City Gate he entered a 
chair and was carried by bearers 
wearing Chinese-made Derby hats 
to the top of the gate. There he: 
stood to receive the salutes of the 
passing troops. 


A Keen Observer. 


The bands clashed into a martial 
air and some thousands of troops 
of all arms marched from the 


eastern entrance to the western,— 
infantry, artillery and cavalry. 
They made an excellent showing.

the President responded to the

stock still throughout the review, 
and addressed himself to none 
Neither did anyone else about him 
speak to anyone else. They all 
watched the marching men silent- 
ly, and I could find no thought-

Boredom only ex 
hibited itself down below where 
seats were not; though it must be 
said the President and those about 
him stood the whole time the 
troops were on the move. 

When the last of them dis- 
appeared the President turned 
and bowed to the Minister of 
War and made a few remarks,

Education, was observed to | say 
something to the President, and 
he thirsty ones below construed it 
into an invitation to tea, seeing 
that all disappeared into the 
pavilion of the gate, to come out 
again some minutes later.

Some of the chief men of the em- 
pire have put forth a book that in 
professedly written as the appeal of 
Germany for the sympathy and sup- 
port of the people of the United 
States. Among tho authors of the 
volume are a former Chancellor, a 
Field Marshal, a President of the 
Reichstag, several university pro- 
fessors, prominent men of business 
and finance, and some are of prince- 
ly title. A’ case that enlists plead- 
ors of this high distinction must in 
truth need buttressing, and it is an 
occasion for regret that they have 
not been able to make a better de- 
fence, The blame does not rest with 
them. No voice or pen, however 
eloquent or gifted, can convince an 
impartial world of the justice of 
Germany’s cause or change the 
rooted belief of rightthinking men 








of civilization and make the peace, 
the prosperity, and the happiness of 
the nations less secure. 

‘These men of Germany ask us to 
give no heed to the lies of their ene- 
mies. In this land of enlightenment 
public opinion does not take form 





‘on anybody's lies. We keep no mind 
of perversions sent out from London 
or Paris. We have sought truth in 
its undefiled sources, in the British 
White Paper and in the Memoran- 
dum of the German Foreign Office, 
in tho observed and acknowledged 
policies of the combatant. nations, 
and in the utterances of their men 
of authority. The Princes and pro- 
fessors who pay us the compliment 
of this appeal to our candid judge- 
ment will not impeach the testimony 
of their Foreign Office, we suppose, 
yet if there was suspension of judge- 
ment in the first weeks of the war, 
doubt vanished and full conviction 
came when “ The Times” published 
the official documents and records. 
Tho American people there read of 
the untiring efforts of Sir Edward 
Grey to reach a peaceful adjustment 

ugh a conference of the Powers, 
of his appeals to which France, Rus- 
sia, and Italy gave immediate as- 
senting response, which Germany 
alone met with evasion, excuse. dis- 
favour, and refusal. From Ger- 
many’s Memorandum they learn that 
tho Kaiser’s Government had from 
the first sustained and encouraged 
‘Austria in a policy of war and had 
denied the rights of any other 
Power to stand between her and 
the Servian objects of her wrath. 
It is wholly futile, it is an affront 
to our intelligence, for these German 
suppliants for our favour to tell us 
now that Russia and England 
brought on the war, that Germany 

















id not choose the path of blood, | 








that the sword was forced into the 
hands of the German Emperor. 

Nor can our favour or sympathy 
be won by misrepresenting the mo- 
tives of England, France, and Rus- 
sia. In the face of Sir Edward 
Grey’s labour for peace why tell us 
that England “encouraged this 
war” because sho was determined 
to check the commercial growth of 
Germany?

from the moon. We are unmoved by 
their picture of the Slav peril. 
Why is it that Germany fears the 
Slav? England is not afraid, 
France bas no fear, Italy, Belgium, 
Holland are all undisturbed. 
should like to see a satisfactory an: 
swer to the question why, when all 
the rest of Europe is calm, Germany 
stands in terror of the Slav. The 
authors of thig book make a wretch- 
ed defence of Germany's crime 
against international morality and 
her invasion of neutral Belgium. 
“Tn our place the Government of 
the United States would not have 
acted differently.” Speak for your- 
selves, gentlemen. Our recent re- 
peal of a statute that was by a great’ 
part of our people deemed to be in 
conflict with one of our treaties 
speaks for us. 

But it is not upon these present 
things that our minds chiefly dwell, 
we are taking thought of the future. 
We are a great nation. We do not 
become less great through over- 
slaughtering or dintinishment at the 
hands of a European military Power 
that for years has menaced the 
peace of the nations by her schemes 
of aggrandizement. We have posses- 
sions in many quarters of the globe 
and commercial interests in all. 
This appeal for our sympathy and 
moral support comes with ill-grace 
from the subjects of an imperial 
ruler whose ambition it is to lift 
Germany to the position of world 
supremacy. We cannot look with 
complacent approval upon the effort 
of this great military chieftain to 
crush the peaceably inclined nations 
that refuse to bow to his will. The 
German ambition becomes a matter 
of serfous concern to us, it is alarm- 
ing, for it is certain as fate that with 
Russia beaten back, England and 
France crushed, and Belgium and 
Holland seized, the coming of some 
cause of conflict with ourselves 
would not be long delayed. We: 
cannot be expected to welcome the 
compulsion to spend our substance 
in a race with Germany for military 
supremacy. 

Besides, by inheritance and train- 
ing we give our sympathy to those 
who are fighting in the cause of 
human liberty, we withhold it from 
those who bear the symbols and 
standards we shed our blood to cast 
out from this land. Our forefathers 
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prostrated themeelves in the dust 
before their Maker but they set their 
foot upon the neck of the King. 
We have no liking for power that 
asks no sanction of the people. 
‘Almost a century and a half ago we 
made an end here of that abomina- 
tion before the Lord—at least we 
felt it to be an abomination—and 
we are not agreeably impressed by 
blasphemous imperial invocations of 
divine favour upon bloody enter- 
praises. 

‘These gentlemen of Germany 
plead in vain. We can give them 
no help, To quote their own, “‘ the 
country of George Washington and 
‘Abraham Lincoln places itself upon 
the side of a just cause and one 
worthy of humanity's blessing.

RAILLESS ELECTRIC 
CARS. 


THE NEW VEHICLES NOW IN 
SHANGHAI 


The Shanghai tram car service 
will shortly be extended by the 
introduction of railless electric 
cars. Seven of these have arrived 
from England, where they were 
constructed by the Railless Electric 
Traction Co., and are now being 
made ready for use. The new 
cars will enable the company to 
open up services along routes too 
narrow for conveniently laying 
tails, the absence of which will, 
of course, permit of a considerable 
reduction in the cost of extending 
the service, and the first route to 
be opened up is along Fokien 
Road, from the Soochow Creek to 
the Yangkingpang. Successful 
‘ritls have already been made, an 
immense crowd of Chinese assemb- 

Bw seo this strange new 
carriage when it was first tried in 
the small hours of the morning 


The cars are very much like 
those at present in use, the main 
differences being that ‘they have 
rubber tyred wheels, and two 
trolley poles instead of the one 
fitted on an electric car running 
on rails, the extra pole being re- 
quired for the negative return. 
‘This necessitatics two sets of 
double over-head wires. When 
the oars ars being run from the 
depot to Fokien Road, along a 
route which has only a single 
wire, the negative trolley pole 
lowered and a “skate” laid down 
on the rail groove. The bases of 
the trolley poles are 0 arranged 
that the poles are balanced on 
every movement and work in unison 
as one pole. Should the negative 
trolley pole leave the wire, how- 
ever, current is immediately’ shut 
off the positive pole by the opera- 
tion of a mechnical connexion be- 
tween the trolley poles and the 
circuit breakers. 

At ordinary speed, the poles 
are capable of a deviation of about 
fifteen feet to either side of the 
trolley wire, thus giving ample 
room for steering through the 
trafic. The cars are equippe 
with two motors by Dick Kerr & 
Co., each motor having « capacity 
of 20 B.H.P., and being capable of 
developing a speed of fifteen miles 
an hour. In running order, the 
weight of the car is about four 
tons. The openings below the 
body and between the front and 
rear wheels on both sides are pro- 
tected by guards, making it im 
possible for anyone falling at the 
side of the car to get in front of! 
one of the rear whecls. 

Safety Devices, 

Special attention has been given 
to the matter of safety devices, Each 
car is equipped with two life guards. 
One is of the type at present in use 
on the rail ears, n front — wheel 
guard, and tray un which anyone’ 
failing in front of the car would be 
ught aud saved from serious in- 
ry. There is also a rope-guard 
net, designed here by the company's 
own engineers and specially adapt- 
el to local conditions. It is in the 
of a rope-work “cushion” co- 
vering the whole of the lower 
front of the car and projecting! 
outwards at the bottom in the 
form of a seat. The spring frame 
of the guard reduces the shock of 
impact to the mimimum, und the| 
person struck falls into the seat] 
and is carried forward. The in- 
vention was first put to the test] 
by one of the foreign engineers at} 
Bubbling Well depét, who stood in 
front of the car while it was driven 
‘inst him. The experiment was! 
essed by numbers of Chinese, 
and when they observed its suc- 
cess, the trial became somewhat of 
a sport in which all were willing 
to join. The device appears to be 
an excellent one. The cars are 
fitted with very powerful brakes 
and can be brought to a standstill 
‘in less than! their own length. 
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FROM THE CHINESE 
| PRESS. 
Shanghai Canards. 


Shanghai is an international port, 
hence all sorts of wild rumours have 
been current since the unparalleled 
struggle in Europe began. Ther: 
usually not the least foundation in 
such rumours. 

Some days ago, n report was 
spread that certain persons wero re- 
cruiting coolies in Pootung and in 
the district of Ch’uansha, promising 
good wages to those who would 
agree to go to foreign ports, and so 
on, Taoyin Yang Chen at once sent a 
deputy to the countryside to ascer- 
tain the facts, for fear that the 
rustics might be fooled into selling 
themselves to a life of bondage and 
misery. 

So the deputy set forth for Ch’uan- 
sha, and, accompanied by the pre- 
fect of that district, made an ex. 
tensive tour through that region, the 
result of which is that nothing of 
the sort had happened in any of the 
villages under the jurisdiction of 
that distri The deputy then con- 
tinued his inquiry by following the 
road on the beach, halted at every 
hamlet, town and village he happen 
ind interviewed the local 
but, after traversing tho 
greater part of two other districts, 
Nanhui and Fenghsien, he failed to 
get the least confirmation of the re- 
port of the presence of any recruit- 
ing agent from the people. 

The other day, another groundless 
report of a somewhat similar nature 
appeared in the Chinese Press. It 
was to the effect that an agent of a 
certain Power was enlisting the ser- 
vice of mafoos in the Settlement, 
many of whom had been without 
employment since their, masters, 
mostly brokers, bad departed for 
the front; and that quite a good 
number had offered their service, 
which was understood to be work of 
a very strenuous kind requiring a 
good deal of physical strength, or in 
other words to become soldiers. 

Mr, Yang, the Taoyin, promptly 
caused inquiries to be made at all 
the local stables, which returned the 
same answer that they knew ab 
solutely nothing about such an oc- 
currence having taken place. Evi- 
dently, some interested party has 
been spreading these false reports 
with ulterior motives, or may be the 
execution of some gigantic swindling 
scheme was being attempted, for- 
tunately without success. The Tao- 
yin has issued orders that secret in- 
Yestigations be pursued so as to dis- 
cover and stop the source or sources 
of these very annoying rumours. 

‘The Peace-Praying Society. 

On October 6, Mr. Wang Wen- 
tien, representing the Peace-Praying 
Society of China, addressed a tele- 
gram to the British and Japanese 
Gosppaments fecfollows 
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Sir Edward Grey, Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, Great Britain. 

Count Okuma, Premier, Japan. 

The landing of the Japanese troops 
at Lungkow and their presence at 
Weihsien, supplemented by reports 
of various other incidents, consti- 
tute an irrefutable proof of their re- 
cent violation of China’s neutrality. 
Our feeling is deeply hurt and we 
have not much to say. We will, 
however, ask a last question, wheth- 
er your Government still respects 
and observes the neutrality of China 
which it has recognized before? 
The fate of China’s neutrality is 
now as frail as a hair, and for the 
support of it, the nation who loves 
peace and respects International 
Law will doubtless take what action 
it deems meet. We are in a desper- 
ate condition. We beg jointly to 
address this telegram first; permit 
us to forward you a letter with fuller 
particulars. 

October 10, 

The Anniversary Day of the Re- 
volution happens on October 10, the 
Chinese term it the “ Double Ten 
Festival,” that is the 10th day of 
the 10th moon of the year. The 
day is observed as a general na- 
tional holiday. But in view of the 
continuous raging of the European 
war, the Ministry of Foreign Inter- 
vourse has instructed the Chinese 
officials not to hold any reception or 
give any feast on that day, as a 















mark of China’s sympathy. 
Complaint Against Malicious 
Arrest. 


General Chu Yin, ex-Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the 5th Division at 
Nanking, has been living in Chapei 
sinco he resigned his command. 
Some weeks ago, he was falsely de- 
nounced as a member of the rebel 
Party, and as a result he was ar- 
rested by Inspector Yao of the Sth 
Section of the Chapei Constabul- 
ary, tried by the Police Judicial 
Department, and sent to the Mili- 
tary Governor for punishment, The 
Military Court, however, released 
him upon security on the ground of 
insufficient proof, General Chu, 
finding that his house had been ran” 
sacked during his arrest and many 
articles damaged or missing, com- 
plained of the illegal conduct of the 
police before the Military Governor 
and demanded redress. He was 
told to lay his charge at a Court of 
Justice. Thereupon, he went in 
person to Nanking and petitioned 
both Field Marshal Féng and Civil 
Governor Chi, asking for an ex- 
haustive inquiry. He pointed out 
that the false accusation against 
him followed by the malicious ar- 
rest could have only been made at 
the instigation of some interested 
person or party, and that if no re- 
dress were secured for his satisfac 
tion in this ease, every person would 
feel himself to be in great danger 
of being victimized at any time i 
his enemy. 














Archives of the Shanghai Taot: 

The archives of the former Taotai 
of Shanghai have been carefully 
preserved at the yamén vf the pre- 
fect of Shanghai sinco the revola 
tion broke out. Now, in view of 
the fact that the Taoyin ha:

fairs, and that in connexion with 
appeal cases of lawsuits, documents 
‘and papers on record have been sent 
for by him for perusal very fre- 
quently, not without some delay 
and inconvenience owing to the dis- 
tance between the yamén of the pre- 
fect and that of the Taoyin, the 
sanction of the Governor of Kiang- 
su has been obtained by Prefect 
Hung to hand over the archives of 
the defunct Taotai to the Taoyin. 
All documents and records were ac- 
cordingly delivered to Mr. Yang 
Cheng on October 1. 

‘Newest Machine Gun, 

Scarcely two months have passed 
since an order was issued by the Ar- 
senal Director to the gun-factory to 
manufacture a machine gun accord- 
ing to the newest and most im- 
proved design, and the new gun was 
mado, Admiral Tseng is said to 
be much pleased with the work of 
the Chinese gunsmiths, 

On Thursday afternoon the new 
gun was brought to the West Fort 
at the Arsenal and its firing ca- 
pacity was tested. In thirty _se- 
conds, it rattled off 250 shots. Mr. 
Hsia Pang-ching, in charge of the 
gun factory, expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the result, as, he said, the 
foreign-manufactured article was 
only a slightly better weipon, be- 
ing able to discharge 600 shots per 
minute, However, more progress 
may be made in future, 


Chinese Cotton Industry. 

Last winter, Mr. Yoh Ping-han, 
@ prominent cotton merchant in 
Shanghai, bought a quantity of 
cotton sceds from America and 
had them planted on the Pootung! 
side of the Huangpu as an experi- 




















ment, He finely that the result is 
very gratifying. He hag now 
sent samples of three different 


kinds of cotton thus produced to 
the Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce to stand as models for 
all interested in China’s cotton 
trade to study and copy. His 
three kinds of cotton are produced 
from (1) American seeds, (2) 
American-Chinese mixed seeds, 
and (3) Chinese seeds. It is 
hoped that some improvement 
will at least be obtained in 
the quality of China-reared _cot- 
ton now that prominent Chinese 


are devoting their attention to 
this industry. 

The other day, a deputy, sent 
specially to China by the  De- 
partment of Commerce at | Wash- 
ington, to study the cotton ques- 


tion in China, said to the Chinese 
leading cotton merchants that 
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the cotton produced in China had 
deteriorated in quality as the years 
had gone by, and only 16s. yarn 
could be made of it by means of 
machine spinning; that with cotton 
produced from American seeds by 
‘Mr. Yoh, %s. and finer yarn could 
be turned out, the fibre being 
longer, more .even and durable: 
and that dress materials manu 
factured with the latter kind of 
yarn would last longer and give 
more satisfaction generally than 
those made of the native cotton 
yarn. 

‘He also expressed his opinion 
‘that the soil along the Chinese coast 
was fertile and suitable for cotton 
cultivation with American seeds, 
and that if the experiment oouid 
be extended until American seeds 
were generally used, an era of 
prosperity would doubtless be in 
store for China’s cotton trade. 

The American cotton seeds can 
be obtained by purchase from Mr. 
Perry (1), the American teacher 
at the University of Nanking. 


Japanose in Shantung, 
According to telegrams received 
from Peking and Tsinan, the 
Japanese have shown # conciliatory: 
attitude towards the Chinese since 
their arrival at the Tsinan _ ter- 
minus of the Shantung Railway. 
The Tsinan, Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce ‘is eo-operating with 
Government deputies in meeting 
the requirements of the Japanese 
and in preventing misunderstand 
ing between the natives and the 
visitors. 

The British Minister at Peking 
hay assured the Government that 
the Japanese trooys will proceed 
no further than Tsinan, that their 
activity will be confined within 
the precincts of the railway, and 
that Great Britain will guarantee 
that no trespass Uthat will 
be permitted. 

There has been a report in Tsinan 
that 300 Russian troops newly ar- 
rived at Vladivostok, some say from 
Shanghai, will join the Japanese in 
attacking “Tsingtao, 

The Internal Loan, 

The Chinese International Loan 
bearing six per cent. interest per 
annum appears to have profited by 
$550,000 from subscribers of this 
port up to the end of September 
last. Mr. Chou Chin-cheng, Chair. 
man of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce and principal agent for 
the flotation of this loan here, is 
not yet satisfied with this result, He 
thinks that as Shanghai is a com 
mercial emporium and a wealthy 
town, at least $1,000,000 should be 
raised.

The full 
complement of women workers in 
esoh mill numbers only from 
several tens to a hundred and 
few more. On October 10, the 
Police Inspector of the ard  dis- 
trict of Pootung reported to the 
Chief of the Woosung and Shang- 
hai Constabulary that a orowd of 
8 or 90 women, employed at the 
Chengfu Cotton Mill of Lokapang, 
had laid siege before the Cheung- 
song Cloth Mill, demanding satie- 
faction from one Yi of the latter 
mill, who, they complained, was 
the first to advocate a reduction in 





Inspector asked for instructions, as 
these amazons had at first refused 
to listen to reason, and were only 
persuaded to disperse by the In-

tion. These women get only an 
average wage of 94 or % cents 
per day each, and with this pit- 
tance many of them have to feed 
and support a family.

Field-Marshal Feng at Nanking 
has received a report from his de- 
teotive in Shanghai stating that a 
man styling himself @ deputy of the 
Nanking authorities has been mak- 
ing purchases of arms from a for- 
eign firm, but as he looks very sus- 
picious, the Field-Marshal is asked 
to verify whether any such deputy 
was sent from Nanking, Of course, 
no such deputy has been sent; two 
special detectives are now told to 
find this man. 


A Oase of Assault. 

On the evening of October 9, fif- 
teen of Gen. Chang Hsun’s men, of 
whom only two were in uniform, 
went to the East Railway Station 
of Tientsin, two of them carrying 
wooden boxes on their shoulders, A 
Japanese employed by the Customs 
wished to examine the boxes, but 
the soldiers refused. Upon the Cus- 
toms officer’s insisting, he was set 
upon and beaten by these braves. 
However, the Customs authorities 
succeeded in having the soldiers, 
(how many or all of them is not 
stated,) arrested and detained at 
the yamén of the Customs Taoyin. 
The Japaneso was sent to a hospi- 
tal. The affair is the subject for ne- 
gotiation between the Japanese Con- 
sul and the Governor of Chibli.

Although specially 
heavy withdrawals from the Banks 
had recently taken place, owing to 
an organized combination of shroffs 
and money-lenders to convert notes 
and currency into sovereigns for 
the purpose of retailing the Inter 
at w profit, the undesirable practice 
has been brought to an end by the 
action of the Government in stop- 
ping the further issue of go'd from 
the Currency Department. The Go- 
vernment used its undoubted right 
to prevent currency being made the 
sport or plaything of speculators, 
whilst, at the same time, it was pre- 
pared to meet a legitimate demand 
to discharge external Jinbilities by 
offering for sale bills payable in 
gold in London, where an ample 
supply was available in the Cur- 
reney, beside that in the Gold 
Standard Reserve.” 

With reference to silver the 
cular contains the following -— 

“The tone of the market has 
somewhat improved. The cause 
has been a reduction in the amount 
of supplies coming forward from 
America, rather than an increaso in

TEA TRADE OF JAPAN. 

An improvement has been seen in 
Japan’s tea trade with the 
United States, and it ip understood 
that measures are about to be 
tried, which are calculated to im- 
prove the same trade with other 
countries, The export of tea to 
America at one time totally ceased 
because of the war, but business hae 
lately been resumed, thanks to the 
possibility of drawing documentary 
bills, to the marked improvement in 
the American markets, and to the 
appearance of would-be buyers in 
anticipation of an increased duty. 
The tea trade, of course, suffers like 
any other branch of foreign trade 
from certain difficulties of trans- 
portation and the rise of the insur- 
ance schedule. But, for geographic- 
al and international reasons, Japan- 
eve tea has lately acquired a more 
advantageous position than Ceylon 
or Obinese tea, and many merchants 
are in favour of taking this oppor- 
tunity to extend the markets. Hence 
the various schemes devised by the 
Central Council of Tea Traders and 
other similar bodies. 

A novel scheme has been devised 
for extending the Japanese tea 
market in Russia and Belgium, and 
will soon be carried out. Comfort 
packages, each containing an ounce 
of Japanese tea, will be presented 
to the Russians and Belgians on the 
field. 10,000 packages will be di 
ed evenly between the two armies. 
Their preparation will begin as soon 
as the tea intended for the San 
Francisco fair has been made. They 
will be sent either through the 
Foreign Office or directly to the 
Russian and Belgian armies. 


BRITISH TRADE WITH THE 
FAR EAST. 

The Board of Trade returns show 
that the decline of British trade 
during the first month of the Great 
War was very considerable in the 
Far East as elsewhere, the general 
falling off being relieved in only a 
few instances by any advances. 
‘There were several increases, how- 
ever, in British exports to the Dutch 
East Indies, among which we may 
note a rise of £1,564 in cotton yarn 
(accompanied, however, by a drop 
of about £7,000,000 in cotton piece 
goods), one of £4,8% in “galvanized 
sheets,” while England transhipped 
to the Dutch Colony £356,471 in 
gold bullion and coin, against £107,- 
288 in August of 1913. To the 
Straits £11,357 worth more steel and 
iron mam (unenumersted) 
were exported, and more textile 
machinery was taken by China, but 
otherwise the subjoined figures will 
show practically nothing but the 
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inevitable falling off in trade caused 
by the war. Coming to imports, 
the value of tea coming from China, 
Hongkong, and Macao during 
August was £55,723 more than in 
August, 1913, this representing an 
increase of nearly 1,500,000 Ib. Near- 
ly 1,000,000 Ib. more tea was also 
imported from Netherlands India. 
Silk consignments from China in- 
creased too. This year £118,830 
worth of sugar came from Java dur- 
ing the month of August, none hav- 
ing been imported in 1913. The 
total amount of rubber received in 
this country was 87,620 centals 
(valued at £904,098) against 113,330 
centals (£1,293,768) in August of 
last year, and 106,898 centals £1,839,- 
602) in 1912. There was an increase 
of 6,781 centals in the quantity of 
rubber sent from the Straits Settle- 
‘ments, but decreases in the case of 
the Federated Malay States and 
Brazil. With regard to tin, the 
quantity sent from the Straits dur- 
ing the month was 1,732 tons (valued 
at £243,692) against 2,598 tons 
(£478,817) in August, 1913. 


JAPAN'S FOREIGN TRADE. 

According to the statistics relating 
to the trade of Japan during the nine 
months ended September 30, while 
exports show an increase by 
Y.3,541,000 over the same time last 
year imports show a decrease- by 
Y.65,709,000. The total balance is 
still against the country, but the 
figure has been much minimized to 
¥.43,803,000 as shown in the follow- 
ing table:—

THE FIRST SHANGHAI 
CONTINGENT. 


RECEPTION BY THE 
GOVERNOR OF SAIGON. 
A letter has been received from 

Saigon describing the progress of 
the first Shanghai volunteer con- 
tingent’s journey homeward. Start- 
ing from Hongkong, the Polynésien, 
says the writer, had reached the 
mouth of the harbour when what. 
seemed to be a mine exploded about 
sixty yards from the ship. “We 
continued gaily on, however, and 
a few minutes after another ex- 
plosion occurred just by us and sent 
water in some quantity ov: the 
deck. We stopped at once, and soon 
after am order came from the 
Captain to don life-belts, A bad 
panic started. A submarine came 
up and chased us back to Junk 
Bay, where we were told that we 
should have been flying » certain 
signal. We proceeded to hoist it, 
and continued on our way." 

At Hongkong the men ‘received 
telegram from the Light Horse 
“‘cheering us on our way.” Saigon 
was reached on October 3, and the 
Governor went aboard and shook 
handy with the men and invited 
them to @ reception at Government. 
House, an invitation which was 
promptly accepted and greatly ap- 
preciated. A local newspaper cele- 
brated the occasion with a lauda- 
tory article, observing amongst 
other things that some members of 
the party were very rich and had 
thrown up good billets to go to the 
war, whilst others “lived from 
hand to mouth,” but that all were 
happily “ pigging it” together in 
the third class. V. Davies, who had 
been unwell during the journey to 
Saigon, had to be taken to hos- 
pital on arrival there, and the let- 
ter does not say whether or not he 
wag able to proceed on the voyage.

It should be noted that the date 
mentioned, namely 1906, was the

The impossibility of Belgium hav-

ever quarter and in whatever form 
such violation might come. 

It is worthy of attention that these 
charges of aggressive design on the 
part of other Powers are made by 
Germany, who since 1906 has estab- 
lished an elaborate network of 
strategical railways leading from 
the Rhine to the Belgian frontier, 
through barren and thinly populated 
tracts, deliberately constructed to 
Permit of the sudden attack upon 
Belgium which was carried out two 
months ago.

The British Government has off 
fered to the thousands of refugees 
who are fleeing from Belgium the 
hospitality of the British nation. 
the statement made in the House of 
Commons by Mr. Herbert Samuel 
in reply toa question by Mr. G. N. 
Barnes, was received by approving 
choors. 


Mr. Herbert Samuel stated that as 
many of those who had come to this 
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country from the seat of war had 
means of their own and travelled as 
ordinary passengers it was not pos- 
sible to state the number of re 
fugees. The War Refugees Commit- 
tee and the Local Government Board 
had been in touch with some 3,600 
persons coming from Belgium, for 
all of whom temporary accommoda- 
tion, and for some more permanent 
hospitality had been found. In ad- 
dition, a very large numbe~ had 
been met at railway stations. 

+ There were, however, some thou- 
sands of persons in Belgium from 
the towns of Louvain, Malines, 
Lidge, and elsewhere, whose homes 
had been destroyed and for whom 
the Belgian Govornment, on account 
of military exigencies, were unabl. 
to provide. In answer to inquiries 
from the Belgian Government his 
Majesty’s Government had offered 
to these victims of the war the hos- 
pitality of the British nation, Ar 
rangements had been made for their 
transport and for their temporary 
accommodation at hostels in London.

DEATH OF KING CHARLES OF 
RUMANIA. 
Petrograd, Oct. 10. 


The death is announced of King 
Charles of Rumania.—Reuter. 


Coming at such a time as the pre- 
sent, the death of King Oharles of 
Rumania, one of the wisest Monarchs 
of Europe, is very deeply to be re 
gretted. King Charles was born in 
1839, second son of Prince Charles 
of Hohenzollern. He was educated 
at Dresden and Bonn, and entering 
the Prussian army in 1859 he disti 
guished himself greatly in the Dan- 
ish War of 1864. He was still serv- 
ing in the Prussian army when, on 
April 20, 1966, after the compulsory 
abdication of Prince Alexander, he 
was elected lord of Rumania. Al- 
though at first regarded suspiciously 
by Turkey, Russia and Austria, his 
skilful handling of the fierce party 
struggles in Rumania during the 
first ten years of his reign gained 
him general approbation. 
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It is interesting now to recall that 
in the Franco-Prussian War Ru- 
mania sympathized with France and 
thereby brought down upon Prince 
Charles the wrath of Germany, 
which very nearly led to his abdica- 
tion. In the Russo-Turkish War of 
1877 and 1878 he helped the Russians 
before Plevna, As a reward of his 
action then, not less than for his 
wise administration, he was pro- 
claimed King of Rumania on Meirch 
26, 1881. 

Since that date he has steadily 
added to the wealth and develop- 
ment of Rumania, which he has 
raised to a position far superior to 
any other of the Balkan States, He 
was a great patron of the arts and 
literature and his consort, Queen 
Elizabeth, is widely known under 
her literary name of “Carmen 
Sylva.” 

King Charles had but one child, 
daughter, who died in 1874, and the 
succession was finally settled upon 
tho King’s nephew Prince Fert

Avrgoritarive news has reached 
Chester of an act of great bravery 
performed by the Duke of West- 
minster on the battlefield. He was 
in the company of Captain Gren- 
fell and Lieutenant Percy Wynd- 
ham, son of the Countess Grosvenor, 
in a hot engagement, when Captain 
Grenfell was wounded. The Duke, 
of Westminster, at great personal 
risk, and in the face of a heavy fire, 
carried the captain into safety. 

A strixino war incident is told 
by one of the Worcesters who was 
in the thick of the fight at Mons. He 
is now back at home at Tipton, 
Btaffs, practically recovered from 
his wounds, He was struck by a 
piece of shrapnel and rendered un- 
conscious. A French cavalryman 
found him and carried him ten 
miles to @ Red Cross van, and when 
they parted the Frenchman took a 
chain off his neck and gave it to 
the British soldier as a keepsake. 


A telegram from Geneva, dated 
September 16, states that important 
documents just obtained show that 
Germany planned the violating of 
not only Belgium and Luxemburg. 
but Switzerland also, 90 as “turn” 
the Belfort fortress. The speedy 
Swiss mobilization in forty-eight 
hours defeated the German project. 
Swiss officers discussed this plan 
with indignation, Two hundred and 
fifty thousand Swiss are ready to 
prevent any such attempt.

Iw the capture of Togoland by 
the Anglo-French forces one of the 
largest wireless telegraphic stations 
in the world has been acquired. Sir 
Henry Norman has pointed out 
that it was to Togoland that, after 
years of costly experiments, the 
‘Telefunken Company establishe?: 
communication from Neuen, near 
Berlin, a distance of over 3,000 
miles, mostly overland. Regular 
communication both ways was to 
have been provided in May last, 
and though some delay hae ocour- 
red, presumably the station in To- 
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goland is practically completed, 
From Togoland regular communica- 
tion was to be established with Ger- 
man South-west Africa and German 
Enst Africa. 


‘Tae Japanese Cabinet on October

In referenos to the comet which is 
now visible, Mr, Olaxton, Director 
of the Observatory, Hongkong, says 
that the comet is one known as De- 
lavan, It is travelling in Urea 
Mejor, and is approaching in Che 
Urse Majori Information as to 
such meteorological phenomena us- 
ually comes first from the Kiel Ob- 
servatory, but owing to the war no 
telegrams have been received. Dr. 
Crommelin, of the British Astrono- 
mical Association, has oatoulated 
the orbit of comet Delavan, and 
finds that it will reach perihelion 
about October 28, more than ten 
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months after it was first seen, when 
it was already of the tenth or ele- 
venth magnitude. Halley's comet, 
discovered only eight months before 
perihelion, was then of only the 
sixteenth magnitude, It is believed 
that the new comet will become at 
least a thousand times as bright as 
at discovery.

‘There has 
been a riso in prices of imported 
goods, but the local market prices 
are as heretofore. 

‘An occasional steamer by way of 
Hongkong brings coolies back from 
Singapore. 

A severe electrical storm is re- 
ported from Nodoa where the Amer- 
ican Presbyterian Mission compound 
was struck in four places. One 
Chinese was struck unconscious, but 
is recovering. The buildings suffer 
ed some damage.

Mr. Chappel was born at Llantris- 
sant, Glamorganshire, of Cornish 
parents, 31 years ago and had been 
in the newspaper business practi- 
cally all his life. His early train- 
ing was with the “Glamorgan 
Times,” and from Wales Mr. 
Chappel left England with one of 
his brothers for New York, where 
he joined the ‘Wall Street Journal."’ 
In America he travelled extensively 
and ed valuable experience, 
visiting practically every state in 
the Union.

A SHIPPING STRIKE. 


‘Tuer wos a semblance of @ 
strike on board the coasting steam- 
‘of the Indo-China, China Ne- 
tion, and China’ Merchant’ 
Companies on Monday morning, 
when the Chinese stewards, oooks, 
boys and pantrymen refused to 
continue their duties, It appears 
that some months ago the men 
concerned made application for an 
increase in pay. Their request was 
not granted, and recently an 
ultimatum was sent to the ocom- 
panies threatening that unless the 
terms of the Chinese employees 
were agreed to there would be a 
strike. As is usual with the 
Chinese, when organizing matters 
of this kind, the bubble burst, pre- 
maturely—before the date appointed 
for a reply. On Monday morning 
there was a general refusal of duty 
by the Chinese employees on 
coasting steamers, but two ring- 
leaders were arrested by the police 
in the French Concession. They 
were released, we understand, later 
in the day upon promising to uso 
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their efforts to arrange a settle- 
ment of the dispute, and also on 
account of the fact that tho ship- 
ping companies concerned did not 
desire to prosecute, 

The efforts of the St. Andrew's 
Society to form a volunteer com- 
pany in connexion with the S.V.C., 
are meeting with considerable suc- 
cess, and no fears are entertained 
that such a body will not eventually 
bo raised. So far twenty-oight names 
have been sent in, and in the major- 
ity of cases the men have had pre- 
vious experience in volunteer work’ 
in one part of the world or another. 
The idea behind the movement is 
that all eligible Scotsmen in Shang- 
hai should do whatever they can to 
help in the defence of Shanghai in 
case of need, and the committee are 
convinced that quite a number of 
Scotemen are here who are not 
affliated to any defence corps. The 
committee lay stress upon the fact 
that it is the duty of every member, 
10 far as he is able, to “ get into 
trim,” and there is every likelihood 
sta good response to the appeal. 
With regard to the question of 
age, we have been asked to state 
that men up to the age of forty-five 
are eligible. The question is to be 
discussed at the annual meeting of 
the St. Andrew's Society, which is 
to be wheld next Monday in the 
Town Hall at 9.15 p.m. There in 
alto the question of the ball to be 
considered, and whether or not » 
concert should be held in its 
place, the proceeds to be given to 
the Prince of Wales's fund. This is 
the decision which the Hongkong:
